Five double-column pages of signa­ 
tures are attached to the typewritten 
statement, and opposite each name, is 
noted the wage per day and the length 
of lime the employe has worked a t the 
mill, which ranges from three weeks 
to three years. 
The signatures are 
headed by that of Joseph Rico and the 
foremen. 


Before the governor went under the 
guidance of General Foreman William 
Johnson into tne works, he dictated a 
courteous reply to the invitation to 
attend the mass meeting arranged by 
the millm en's union. 


Clifford Dares, precipitator, was the 
first workm an interviewed by th e gov­ 
ernor. 
He had 
been 
working five 
years at the Standard, he said, and was 
not dissatisfied w ith either employers 
or wages. 


“How many men were discharged by 
the m anagem ent?" asked the governor, 


“ I couldn't say. but not m ore than 
th irty.”

"Consid­ 
ering the reputation the town has got 
from this trouble, it is very quiet.”

"How many men left?" 
“Forty or fifty.” 
"Have any come back to work?” 
"Some came back.” 
"Have you talked with them as to 
the reason they left?" 


‘They wanted more wages and pro­ 


now that the opportunity has presented ftlueats had been made in connection 
itself,’'’ said Colonel Brown, “and. if 
your excellency is willing, I w ill tell 
you the facts in regard to the picketing 
of the strikers’ headquarters. 


“I called on Mr. Burr and the m em ­ 
bers of the executive com m ittee a day 
or two ago. 
There was a report they 
would forcibly m aintain pickets and 
prevent men from going to the m ills, 
I went to the headquarters and asked 
for Mr. Moyer or 
Mr. Copley, but 
neither was there. 
I, however, found 
Mr. Burr. 
I asked if it w as true that 
President Moyer had said he would 
forcibly 
m aintain 
pickets. 
Pickets, 
were thrown out and no attention,w as 
paid to the lim its set in the inteiresi, Of 
peace and order. On th e evening when 
the reports came in tliat not only.-men 
were threatened but wom en and chil­ 
dren .were terrified by threats that if 
they did not Induce the p e n to Stay 


with the re-establishing of picketing. 
It was possibly the sam e night that 
Mr. Haywood, secretary of the W estern 
Federation of Miners, called me up in 
Denver and said the federation pro­ 
posed to re-establish picketing, forcibly, 
if needs be, but if any injury came to 
their pickets I would be held person­ 
a lly responsible. Ycfu s6e, threats were 
}$&de. 
If the picketing by guardsmen 
stopped this firing and threats, no 
harm wks done by doing so. 


The. lnterview ended at 4:30 o’clock 
and the,governor was driven to Camp 
P eab o d y .- 


“Governor of the state!

ing. 
' A t Camp Peabt>dy the governor was 
received fey the full guard, being driven 
to th e pw ade grptuxd, a t once. 


"W hich did they want m ost?” 
"Protection, I think, but I never could 
find out.” 


"H as anyone molested you?" 
“Yes. sir: five men stopped me; eight 
men at. my gate the same night other 
em ployes were beaten up. 
They sent 
threats over to me that they would get 
me." 


"Could you recognize those m en?” 
“ No; they

employed 
here." 


W ants to S ta y . 


"Is it your wish to continue working 
with this 
company 
at 
the present 
scale?” 


“Yes. sir." 
H. V. Grisham, in charge of the bar­ 
rels, in reply to the governor’s inter­ 
rogatories, said he was not one of the 
men who had gone on a strike, but 
had worked continuously. 


“W hat has been the general expres­ 
sion of the men who have been work­ 
ing?” 


“They are satisfied.” 
“If I should appoint an arbitration 
committee, what com plaint, or com­ 
plaints, would you have,to place before 
it?” 


“N othing.” 
H enry Walton, who has been w ork­ 
ing two or three years, was questioned, 
"I am told you are compelled to 
have your checks cashed a t certain 
places,” said the governor. 


“T h a t is not true. 
Anyone who wili 
take them can get them. 
W e are at 
liberty to sell them anywhere.” 


“ If you w ant to get money during 
the month, how do you get it?" 


“ We give an order on a m erchant 
and he advances us w hat we want. 
This order is for money due us on 
wages. 
The m erchants here do not 
charge a discount.” 


Reed 
came 
forward' 
respectfully. 
“Governor,” he said, “ the man i re­ 
lieved, Tom Lowell, worked here six 
years and told me to tell you he was 
perfectly satisfied.” 


H. Hill, an employes of two years’ 
standing, stated he had no complaints 
to make against the m anagement. 
He 
had never heard how Manager Mac­ 
Neill received his workmen. He thought 
20 or o0 men had left the employ of 
the company. 


“ Did any of them come back?" 
"None that. I heard of. 
They felt 
sore because I wouldn't join the union.” 
“ W hat caused the strike?” 
"More agitating than anything else. 
Strangers tnlked them into it. 
Tho 
men came in from different, places; 
they were not employed here.” 


Hill had no complaint, to make be­ 
fore, a. board of arbitration. 


L. S. Mills, an employe of the com­ 
pany for -8 months, had no complaints 
of past or present treatment. 
He knew 
th a t trouble was on. hut, personally, 
was satisfied. 
He could make no com­ 
plaint. before a possible board of a rb i­ 
tration. 


Reed A g a in . 


Reed again stepped forward. 
"W hen Millmen's union No. 1 was or­ 
ganized they sent to the, office to see 
if Mr. MacNeill would recognize the 
union we had. 
When he commenced 
to kick." said Reed, "was the time 
they talked of going into the W estern 
Federation of Miners. 
They sent a 
man who had not worked in the mill 
before and knew nothing about condi­ 
tions here. 
1 don’t blame the m anage­ 
ment; Mr. MacNeill is very fair." 


Jam es Brophy made this statement: 
"I have lived in Colorado City Kf years 
and have, worked for this company 
since July T>, 1898. 
I began on $1.80 
for 12 hours' work. 
I now get $1.80 
for eight hours’ work. 
T hat is the 
sm allest wages; I believe, personally, 
I should have $2, but 1 w ant to say the 
men didn't use proper judgm ent in ask­ 
ing for this raise; they didn’t go at 
the m anagem ent in the right way. 
I 
believe, from my experience, th a t the 
men tried to organize with the inten­ 
tion of compelling the company to 
do w hat they saw fit. 


“ I have property here I am trying 
to pay for. 
I have a wife and seven 
children." 


“ W hat complaint would 
you lodge 
before a board of arbitration?" 


“ Under the present conditions I don't 
know what I could suggest. 
For m y­ 
self, however, 1 would suggest $:> a day 
and a t places on the furnaces I would 
suggest $2.2f> instead of $2. 
There ure 
only nine men connected with the fur­ 
naces. 


A bout th e U n ion . 


"The men say, ’W hy don't you go in­ 
to the union, we will get these things 
for you?’ I w ant to be understood as 
not being an a.nti-union man, but I be­ 
lieve both the corporation and the u n ­ 
ion go too far. 
From my knowledge 
of Colorado City I will go with any 
committee and will prove that the m a­ 
jority of the actual residents are still 
working in the mills or w ant to work." 
"W hat prevents them ?” 
"They are scared. 
Many 
w ant to 
wait until the trouble gets cleared up."

service for the poor and w eak alike. 
L ooking forw ard into the future, our 
com m ittee forecasts the day when P ly ­ 
m outh church shall be to New Y ork 
and B rooklyn w h at the Old South is 
to Boston. 
I t is a historic building 
and should be preserved b u t if It Is to 
be preserved it m ust be done by those 
of u s who love Mr. Beecher.

W HILE WATCHING A FIR E.

Montreal, March 7.—The Richelieu & 
Ontario 
Navigation 
company’s mag­ 
nificent steamer Montreal, in course 
of construction, was burned to the 
water’s edge tonight. 
A huge crowd 
was attracted by the fire and several 
hundred persons found their way to 
the roof of an Allan line shed which, 
unable to stand the weight, collapsed, 
roof and people going down on a crowd 
in the shed. 
Two persons were killed 
and 75 injured, some of whom, it is 
thought, may die. 


The Are broke out about 8 o’clock 
in the after part of the vessel on the 
main deck. 
How it started, no one 
knows, but within a few moments from 
the time the watchman first detected 
the firs the boat was a mass of flames, 
from stem to stern. 
Workmen en­ 
gaged in putting in the interior fittipgs 
of the craft had left behind them fine 
material to feed the flames. The civic 
fire department responded quickly but 
much delay ensued In getting th* water 
turned on, it being necessary to bring 
the hose a considerable distance or else 
chop holes through the ice. 
By the 
time the brigade was able to get in 
full working order practically nothing 
remained to extinguish but the embers. 
The reflection attracted an immense 
crowd and it was in eager quest for a 
point of vantage that resort was had 
to the shed- of the Allan line. 
This 
building was a flimsily constructed af­ 
fair, originally built so that it could 
be removed from the wharf during the 
winter months. When a large number 
of people clambered on the roof atten­ 
tion was drawn to the danger, and the 
police had just begun ordering those 
on the roof to get down wnen the 
collapse came. 
There was not much 
of a crash and it was not until the 
screams of those who went down with 
the building and were held pinioned 
by the timbers rent the air, that the 
big crowd knew that the accident had 
occurred. Then a rush ensued for the 
spot and for the next half hour there 
was a scene of bewilderment and ex­ 
citement and confusion. 
The rescuers 
pulled off the heavy corrugated Iron 
roofing and twisted apart the broken 
timbers. 


Ambulances were called from all the 
hospitals but it was fully two hours 
before the last of the victims had been 
carried away,

COMPANY HELD RESPONSIBLE 
FOR TROLLEY ACCIDENT.

Newark, N. J., March 7.—The cor­ 
oner’s jury that has been investigating 
the trolley accident, in which nine 
school children were killed, returned 
a verdict today. 
The jury finds the 
North Jersey Street Railway company, 
which operates the trolley line, respon­ 
sible for the accident. The jury says: 
"We find that there was ice and snow 
to the depth of two or more inches 
on the trolley rails, and we find no 
evidence of salt or sand having been 
used. 


"We find there were at least 120 pas­ 
sengers on the car. 
Eight or ten of 
these were on the front platform and 
undoubtedly interfered with the motor­ 
man in controlling his car.

“We find that the New Jersey Ra11' 
road company did not use modern 
methods to protect the public, inas­ 
much as they might have placed a de­ 
railing switch at the crossing.

VICTORIA DOCK, PORTLAND, 


WAS DESTROYED BY FIR E. 


By Associated Press. 
Portland. Ore., March 10.—Victoria 
dock, situated on the east bank of the j 
Williamette river just north of the ¡ 
railroad bridge, was entirely destroy- j 
ed by fire about noon today together: 
with 10.000 tons of wheat and 2.0001 
tons of salt stored on the deck. The | 
loss is estimated at $400,000. The in­ 
surance is about 8340,000.. It is cer­ 
tain that the fire was started by an 
incendiary, as a man was seen leav­ 
ing the dock after the fire had gained 
some headway. The police station was 
notified as soon as possible, but before 
an officer arrived on the scene the man 
disappeared. 
Three times during the 
past fortnight fires have been started 
on docks in this city, and it is sup­ 
posed that the same man is responsi­ 
ble for all of them. The fire broke out 
on the dock shortly before noon, and 
it looked for awhile as through the en­ 
tire line of docks on the east side of 
the river would be burned, and several 
times Irving dock, adjoining, caught 
fire, but by diligent effort on the part 
of the fire department the flames were 
confined to Victoria dock and a few 
small buildings near by. 
It was late 
this afternoon before the fire was en­ 
tirely under control, and tonight the 
great piles of wheat are still smoulder­ 
ing. 


Several small houses near the dock 
were destroyed, the loss on the houses 
aggregating $6.000. 
The losses in de­ 
tail are as follows: 


Ten thousand tons of wheat owned 
by the Northwestern Warehouse com­ 
pany, $250,000 fully 
insured; 
2,000 
tons of salt owned by T. M. Stevens 
& Co. $50,000, fully insured; Victoria 
dock owned by E. W. Spencer $65.000, 
insurance $30.000; 
flour, machinery 
and other merchandise stored on the 
dock $30,000. 


Earlier in the day the half block 
of buildings bounded by Mississippi. 
Russell and Goldsmith streets, in Al­ 
bina, not far from -Victoria dock, was 
destroyed. 
Eighteen 
families 
who 
lived in the block were rendered home­ 
less. 
The ground floor was occupied 
by several small stores. The total loss 
is ^bout $25,000.

WRITTEN CONFESSION 


OF W. C. MUNSELL 


Denver, March 7.—It was the old, old 
story that caused the downfall of W ill­ 
iam C. Munsell. former chief clerk in 
the state auditor's office. 
The curse 
that made him a fugitive from justice 
was not drink, hankering for high life 
or gambling, at least not gam bling ac- 
ordiug to law, but nevertheless the 
same. 
The whole wretched story can 
be summed up in one word, and that is, 
speculation. 
This caused him to de- 
Bert wife and boy and decamp to avoid 
arrest. 
The total of M unsell’s em­ 
bezzlement is som ething like $5,000, 
and the irregularities occurred when 
former Auditor C. \V. Crouter was in 
charge of the flat tax department. The 
story can be best told in Munsell’s let­ 
ter of confession to Mr. Crouter, which 
was written on the letter paper of the 
6tate auditor’s office and is as follows: 
‘To Whom It May Concern: 


“This is to certify that I, W. C. Mun- 
Bell, have been in full charge and con­ 
trol of the , license tax department of 
the state auditor’s office for ex-Auditor 
C. W , Crouter, from the tim e of the 
starting of said department until the 
closing of his adm inistration, upon the 
13th. day of January, 1903; that I have 
had full charge of all money collected 
by said department, and have had the 
fu ll confidence of Mr. Crouter at all 
tim es. I have, at his request, upon dif­ 
ferent occasions, rendered him state­ 
m ents of the business and affairs of the 
department, all of which were false. 
I 
falsified the books to correspond with 
said statement, 
and 
Mr. Crouter is 
w holly ignorant of there being any­ 
th in g wrong at this time or any other, 
and w ill not be aware of it until he re­ 
ceives this. 
Neither is anyone else 
aw are of it, or has anything to do with 
the same, the entire fraud being mine, 
n ot even my own fam ily dreaming of 
m y guilt. 
The money has been lost 
by me, speculating in m ining, and I 
am entirely without means to support 
iny family, who will be compelled to 
seek the charity of their relatives. 
I 
m ake 
this 
confession 
so that Mr. 
O ou ter or anyone else may not suffer 
for a wrong that is entirely my own, 
and for which I alone 
must suffer. 
K now ing the full meaning and penalty 
o f the above, I subscribe my name, in 
order that justice may be done.

RTIFICIAL flowers have played an 
important part in the decorating 
of evening gowns this season, 
and have played it with distinct suc­ 
cess. 
French dressmakers have used 
the dainty blossoms lavishly, and in a 
multitude of ways, in sprays, in lattice 
work, in stiff little pompadour bunches, 
In trailing garlands, in fringes, in ap­ 
pliques, in any and every way that, the j 
fertile French fancy could devise—ahd j 
American dressmakers have followed! 
the lead. 
I 


But the clever girl who wants to I 
freshen a frock that she has worn too! 
often need not wait for the assistance! 
of an expensive dressmaker. 
If she 
has taste and deft 
fingers she can 
change her old 
bodice miraculously 
with the help of carefully selected blos­ 
soms and a little time and patience. 


Flower fringes are simple enough to 
be carried out by anyone who has a 
modicum of artistic taste. 
In one in­ 
stance, the fringe is long and irregular, 
and is made of narrow, double-faced 
pink satin ribbons, to which tiny pink 
roses are fastened, while thickly clus­ 
tered pink roses form a heading for 
the fringe and edge the decolletage. 


For the other fringe, shaded violets 
were used, and were not allowed to fall 
far below the heading. This heading, 
instead of being formed of flowers, was 
made of satin ribbons shading from 
white. to deepest violet and braided 
together, the ribbon and flower fringe 
coming out from beneath the fieavy 
braiding. 


Any other flowers may be used for 
such fringes, though the very small 
roses and the violets lend themselves 
particularly well to the effect. Butter­ 
cups, pink-tipped English daisies, and 
a long list of other flowers may Ge 
pressed into service, and almost any 
color scheme desired 
may be carried 
out. 


Roses arc to the fore again in the 
trimming which is adjusted in deep 
pointed garlands over a simple shirred 
bodice of white chiffon. The lones' are 
the wide open tea roses this time and 
are fastened with a few of their leaves 
and stems upon a white satin ribbon 
that keeps them in place. 


One loop of roses falls off the shoul­ 
der and over the arm. 
One falls on 
either side of the bodice front, and 
there are three in the back. 
Beneath 
the open points a soft scarf of chiffon 
folds round the decolletage and it fas-} 
tens in a knot and long floating ends 
in the middle of the bodice front. 


Graduated garlands of tiny pink roses 
hang in chain-like loops over the front 
of another corsage, the long loops fall­ 
ing quite to the waist line, and little 
garlands of the same flowers droop 
over the puffed sleeve. 


A deep collar of lace, of lattice form, 
threaded by a scarf of blue tulle, has 
little blush 
roses 
appliqued at its 
angles, and a bertha of black net che­ 
nille edged over plaitings of rose color 
chiffon is showered with pink rose 
petals, in varying sizes, but each hold­ 
ing a dewdrop brilliant. 


All sorts and conditions of floral 
corsage sprays and ornaments are in 
vtogue, many of the bunches of flowers 
having a shower of tiny buds or blos­ 
soms dangling from them by narrow 
ribbons. 
Shower 
bouquets are used 
also, to finish the girdle. 
Garlands, 
tiny bunches of flowers, floral fringes, 
head skirt flounces. Blossoms are sewn 
on the gown, in wreaths encircling 
lace medallions.

EXTRAVAGANT EXPENDITURES. 


THE NEW Y. M. C. A. BUILDING. 


*HE XEW building of the Young Men’s Christian asso­ 
ciation in Colorado Springs is a credit to the town 
and a monument to the generosity and public spirit 
of our citizens. It is probably the best-appointed building 
of its ltind between Chicago and the Pacific coast, and no 
city in the country of the size of Colorado Springs has a 
better Y. M. C. A. building than this. It represents, includ­ 
ing ground, building and furnishings, an investm ent of 
nearly ?100,000. 


Already the association is occupying temporary quar­ 
ters in the basement. 
N ext week the members w ill move 
to the permanent rooms prepared for them on the first floor 
of the building. 
The building and the occupancy of this 
new V. M. C. A. is an important event in the history of 
Colorado Springs, for here are to be found not only all 
the modern appurtenances of an association of this kind, 
which include lecture rooms, reading rooms, gymnasium, 
bath rooms and so on, hut in addition about fifty sleeping 
rooms for young men. 
The association thus combines the 
spiritual, the mental and the physical, but endeavors, 
also to give young men some of the comforts of home. 


This is a large and important undertaking, and the 
association and its directors deserve the financial support 
and encouragement of every citizen of the city regardless 
of race or creed or previous affiliations. One of the im m e­ 
diate ways in which this can be done is in furnishing 
rooms. About half of these 50 sleeping apartm ents are still 
w ithout furniture. 
The association has had applications 
from young men for practically all of its rooms, but unless 
the way is opened for furnishing these apartm ents, the 
young men must necessarily find quarters elsewhere. 


The formal opening of the new building w ill not take 
place until the latter part of March, when -all departments 
w ill be ready lor inspection. 
At that timo a general invi­ 
tation will be (Mended to the people of Colorado Springs 
to visit Hie building, and we are very sure that there is not 
one who makts the trip but w ill be proud of the success 
which has crowned the efforts of the directors of the 
tissue iatiou.

HE indications are th at the dominant party in con­ 
gress w ill have to do a good deal 
of

it was w ithin the lim it of econom y and prudence in its 
recent appropriation bills. 
T he expenditures were no less 
than $100,000,000 more than those of the previous con­ 
gress. 


Just why this increase should have been made is very 
difficult, if not impossible, to satisfactorily explain to the 
country at large. 
There w as no war, no especially large 
number of warships, nothing to require unusual and ex­ 
cessive appropriations, and yet there stands the record. 


If this increase had been due to low or economical 
appropriations in the previous congress, som ething m ight 
have been said on that score, but the previous congress 
appropriated nearly a billion and a half dollars itself. 


There is little, therefore, to be said in the way of ex­ 
cuse or apology. 
It appears sim ply to have been a case of 
an overflowing treasury and an overweening desire to 
spend everything in sight. 


! COLORADO COMMENT 


IMMENSE APPROPRIATIONS. 


DEAN HART’S IDEA. 


D 


EAN HART of Denver, always alert for the better­ 
ment of mankind, has issued a pamphlet upon “The 
Ten Commandments,” which is exciting consider­ 
able interosi. The dean believes that these commandments 
are “the only bulwark against the avalanche of national 
im m orality.’’ 
!n his pamphlet he goes somewhat into sta­ 
tistics to show that crime of all kinds is steadily increas­ 
ing, and that inasmuch as the Ten Commandments are 
the only invariable mural standard the world has ever 
possessed, there should be a resort, to those precepts 
jn order to set the world again upon the highway of truth 
end soberness. 


Inasmuch as the character of the people of the coun­ 
try is often developed for good or ill during the period 
of youth, Dean Hart's plan is to have the commandments 
Often repeated and thoroughly taught in the public schools, 
lie would also publish a book of extracts from the Bible, 
lie would have the pupils thoroughly master other sub­ 
jects, such as history, geography, literature, etc. 
lie would 
stop public education at the sixth or seventh grade, and 
take the money now expended on high schools and uni­ 
versities and spend it on lower education. 
In order that 
pupils might, be thoroughly taught, he would have one 
teacher for each 12 children. 


We do not agree with Dean lla rt in his view of the 
seriousness of the situation as regards public m orality at 
the present time. 
There is, of course, an increase in 
crime, due in large measure to the congestion of the popu­ 
lation in large cities, and to the fact that a certain portion 
of the daily press finds profit and satisfaction in heralding 
that sort of thing. 


We questio.i seriously, however, whether there is more 
crime per capita than there was 50 years ago. 
Neverthe­ 
less, though we may not all agree with Dean Ilart in his 
forebodings, we shall not question his sincerity nor his 
disinterested efforts to promote the study of the highest 
and best literature, including the Bible, and to bring about 
a higher and nobler standard of life in the nation.

WO widely different views of the appropriation bills 
passed uy the late congress have 
appeared 
in 
speeches l y Representative Cannon, Republican, 
and Representative Livingston, Democrat, both members 
of the com m ittee on appropriations. Mr. Cannon declares 
that “the'Republican adm inistration has given us a system 
of taxation that has produced a national treasury richer 
than ever before enjoyed by any nation on earth, and has 
rendered possible these great appropriations.” 


Mr. Livingston compares the appropriations of the 
present congress am ounting to $1,554,000,000 with those 
of the F ifty-thinl congress, am ounting to $989,000,000, and 
declares that nothing short of a revision of the tariff on a 
revenue basis and the adm inistration of the government 
under wise and prudent methods can be looked to, to bring 
about a reduction in the national expenditures. 


It w ill hardly give the country a feeling of confidence to 
know, as Mr. Cannon suggests, that one of the principal 
reasons for the enormous expenditures of the late congress 
was the fact that there was an overflowing treasury—a 
treasury filled to overflowing by excessive taxation. 
The 
root of the trouble is the high tariff. 
The expenditures 
follow as a matter of course when the opportunity is given. 
It has become a m atter of routine to rush through the house 
appropriations carrying many m illions of dollars, some­ 
tim es several hundred m illions w ith a half hour’s debate. 
W hen wo remember that one evil follows naturally in the 
wake of the other we cannot help believing that it is 
high tim e to call a halt and seek a return to more wise, 
prudent and economic methods of doing business.

Springs’ sweet peas would take first prize in an interna­ 
tional exhibition. 
Fast exhibits of the society prove also 
that 
in 
many ’ other 
classes 
of 
flowers 
Colorado 
Springs horticulturists, both amateur and professional, 
can compete with those of any city in the United States. 


In addition to the prizes offered for flowers, fruits and 
vegetables, a noteworthy feature of the Horticultural so­ 
ciety’s work is the prizes offered for the best kept grounds, 
public and private. The premium list published yesterday 
w ill prove valuable for reference. 


A novel departure in a political way is evidenced by the 
acceptance of a Citizens nom ination for mayor of Cin­ 
cinnati by Mr. M. E. Ingalls, presiden.l of the Big Four 
railroad. Should Mr. Ingalls be elected he would undoubt­ 
edly bring to bear in conducting the various departments 
of the city those business methods which are so successful 
in his railroad work.

career of obstruction from the very first, but Mr. Ingalls’ 
well-known ability and forcefulness would undoubtedly 
bring about sweeping changes, if not a complete reform.

HE excursion business to the Pacific coast this year 
has been very large.

This has resulted in a larger busi­ 
ness than has ever before been known. 
The rates have 
been in effect nearly all winter, with the exception of a 
month or two about the beginning of the year. 
These 
rates are, of course, one way rates, and the evident design 
of them is to keep people in California to do business and 
spend money after they get there. 
No inducements what­ 
ever are offered them to return home. 


Under the circumstances it doas seem as if Colorado 
should receive mere liberal treatm ent than an occasional 
day in the summer when low rate tickets are sold to this 
region. 
In addition to an all-sum m er rate, a winter rate 
ought to be put on, and this in conjunction with a liberal 
plan of advertising recently adopted ought to make an ap­ 
preciable difference in the winter business of Colorado 
Springs. 


N ot only arc there many people who come here of their 
own volition, but there arc thousands of others who would 
come if the matter were properly presented to them and 
they could secure reduced rates. 
The railroad companies 
ought not to confine their favors to the Pacific coast, but 
ought to give tl,e Rocky Mountain region a fair share of 
them.

THE BEECHER MEMORIAL

HE Beecher m emorial m eeting in Brooklyn on Sun­ 
day night was a notable occasion. 
It was attended 
by an im m ense throng, and addresses were made 
by distinguished publicists from all over the country. 
All 
united in paying tribute to the m asterful and eloquent 
genius who for forty years preached in Plymouth pulpit. 


The design for the memorial is a novel one, and yet it 


is probably just such a memorial as Beecher him self would 
have desired. 
It w ill probably take the form of a small 
public park upon the block where Plym outh church is now 
situated, and in this park will be a memorial building, 
containing relics and historical mementoes of the notable 
events that are past. 
If one may judge from the in ­ 
terest displayed in this matter, the Beecher memorial will 
be a notable success. 


The town of Waterbury, Conn., which so recently suf­ 
fered from the rule of the mob, is not yet through its trials.

pearance of our public highways w ill not be marred.

council was wise in promptly accepting the offer made to it.

At no time 
during tho day did he meet with the 
managements of the plants, with the 
exception of Hugh W. Fullerton of the 
Telluride in the office of that mill. 


After witnessing the parade, the gov- 


ernor was driven to the office building 
of the Standard mill where he met the 
officers of the guard and was presented 
by General Foreman Johnson with the 
following statement: 
vWe, the undersigned employes of 


the United States Reduction & Refining 
company of Colorado City, Colo., state 
that many of us have been in the em- 
ploy of this company for many years 
and each and all of us are now and 
always have been, satisfied with the 
treatment afforded us by the company, 
the hours of labor and the wages paid, 
and have always found the manage- 
ment willing to listen to the employes 
and prompt in considering and ad- 
justing 
any 
reasonable 
grievance. 


Under the existing conditions we are 
desirous of continuing work if afforded 
protection to our persons, property and 
families. We object to being'accosted 
and delayed on our way to and from 
work."

He knew 
that trouble was on, but, personally, 
was satisfied. He could make no com- 
plaint before a possible board of arbi- 
tration. 


Reed Again. 


Reed again stepped forward. 
"When Millmen's union No. 1 was or- 


ganized they sent to tho office to see 
If Mr. MacNeill would recognize the 
union we had. When he commenced 
to kick," said Reed/"was the time 
they talked of going into the Western 
Federation of Miners. They sent a 
man who had not worked in the mill 
before and knew nothing about condi- 
tions here. I don't blame the manage- 
ment; Mr. MacNeill is very fair." 


James Brophy made this statement: 


"I have lived in Colorado City 13 years 
and have worked for this company 
since July 5, 1898. I began on $1.80 
for 12 hours' work. I now get $1.80 
for eight hours' work. 
That is the 


smallest wages; I believe, personally, 
1 should have %2, but I want to say the 
men didn't use proper judgment in ask- 
ing for this raise; they didn't go at 
the management in the right way. I 
believe, from my experience, that the 
men tried to organize with the inten- 
tion of compelling the company to 
do what they saw .fit. 


"I have property here I am trying 


to pay for. I have a wife and seven 
children." 


"What complaint would 
you lodge 


before a board of arbitration?" 
"Under the present conditions I don't 
know what I could suggest. For my- 
self, however, 1 would suggest J? a. day 
and at places on tb'e furnaces 1 would 
suggest $2.26 instead of $2. There are 
only nine' men connected With the fur- 
naces. 
• . 
' 
About the Union. 
"The men say, 'Why don't you go in- 
to the union, we will get these things 
for you?' I want to be understood as 
not being an anti-union man, but I be- 
lieve both the corporation and the un- 
ion go too far. From my knowledge 
of Colorado City I will go with any 
committee and will prove that the ma- 
jority of the actual residents are still 
working in the mills or want to work." 
"What prevents them?" 
"They are scared. 
Many* want to 


wait until the trouble'gets cleared up." 
Brophy said slurs had been thrown 
at' him while walking along 
the 
streets and a woman neighbor had 
warned his wife not to put the milk 
pan out in the morning as poison would 
.Ije put in it. 
Enlighten, the Public. 


The governor asked: "What do you 
think would be of the most benefit if 
a board of arbitration should 
coi 
here?" 
,

"I believe the greatest benefit would 
be in enlightening the public." 


Henry' Ruggles hud no complaint to 
make. To an arbitration 
board he 


would say: "My only complaint is 
I want to be let alone." 


"You are acquainted with men out 


of work; what is their charge?" 
"They want us to' join the union to 
force the mill to close. I have told 
thorn I would not join the union." He 
thought Mv.. MacNeill would treat him 
"perfectly fair," should he have occa- 
sion to go before him. 
John Boyle and W. G. Marsh in the 
roaster room gave evidence in the same 
line. Both .of them said they would 
welcome any settlement of the strike. 
Many of those who quit are afraid to 
return to work, fearing injury from 
outsiders. 
Was Surprised. 


As Governor Peabody walked back to 
the office, he said: 
"I am surprised. I thought that in 
a mill running under a strike I would 
hear more serious complaints than 
these." 
At the Other Mills. 
The governor drove over to the Tel- 


luride, where he interviewed no em- 
>ployes, as the mill is shut down for 
repairs and then aj: 7 o'clock in 'the ev- 
ening to the Portland. 
He was re- 
ceived by Manager Frank G. Peck and 
Thomas Burns and while the escort 
waited in the moonlight went through 
the' busy mill, accompanied only by 
his nephew. W. H. Peabody. 
He in- 


terviewed several workmen who told 
him substantially the same as he had 
(fathered at the Standard. At the lat- 
ter mill everything was taken down in 
shorthand to form a record. At 7:45 
o'clock the cavalcade left the Portland 
on the way to the Antlers which watt 
reached, after hard driving, at 
8:07 
o'clock. 


The governor did not interview any of 
the strikers, as he has all the conten- 
tions of the union and the federation in 
the papers that have been set before 
him and he went Into a thorough re- 
view of the causes leading up to the 
strike and what'has since happened, 
with the strike leaders at the Antlers 
last evening.

Svere rendered by the Plymouth choir. 


MR. CLEVELAND'S ADDRESS. 


Mayor Low introduced former Presi- 
dent Cleveland, who said: 
rMr. Chairman and Ladies and Gentle- 


men: 
"I claim the right to join in these ex- 
ercises for reasons peculiarly my own. 
I am here In obedience to an Impulse 
that will not be denied: and I am ac- 


• (Credited to this assemblage by a con- 
dition of heart and by an 
influence 
which has been strong within me for 
many years. 
, 
"It is now more than 40 years ago 
that I heard in Plymouth church a ser- 
mon whose impresslveness 
has re- 
gained fresh and bright in my mind 
during all the time that has since 
passed. In days of trial and troublous 
perplexity Its remembrance has been 
an unfailing comfort and in every time 
of depression and discouragement the 
'lesson it taught has brought restora- 
tion of hope and confidence. I remem- 
ber as if it were but yesterday the 
fervid eloquence of the great preacher 
as he captivated my youthful under- 
standing and pictured to my aroused 
imagination the entrance of two young 
'men upon the world's jostling activi- 
ties—one laden like a beast of burden 
.with sordid expectations and the other 
with a light step and cheerful deter- 
mination, seeking the way of duty and 
usefulness and striving for the reward 
promised to those who love and serve 
God and labor for humanity. I have 
:never for a moment lost the impression 
made upon me by the vivid contrast, 
.thrlllingly painted in words that burned, 
between the two careers; nor ha,ve I 
ever failed to realize the meaning of 
J£e truths taught by the description 


• given of the happy compensations in 


life and the peace and solace in death 
of the one, and'the racking disappoint- 
ments in life,'but despair in death of 
the other. 
';' . 
; 


A; Personal Credential. 


"What this sermon has been to me in 
all those years I alone know. I present 
its recollection- today as a personal 
credential 'of iny own, especially en- 
titling me to' 'representation among, 
those who medt to recall and memorial- 
ize the fame 'and usefulness of Henry 
Ward Beecher. 
"I am not here, however, for the pur- 
pose only of giving voice to a grateful 
recollection, nor solely to acknowledge 
the personal benefit and service I''have 
received from the teachings of the il- 
lustrious dead. I have come, to join In 
the kind of hero worship which is but 
another name for a reverent recogni- 
tion of that greatness which manifests 
itself when humble faith and trust in 


i God inspire sincere and brave service 
in the cause of humanity's 
elevation 
and betterment. It has been wisely said 
that hero worship will endure while 
man endures. Let us accept this as a 
pleasant truth—upon the condition that 
the man or qualities worshipped and the 
esnanner of their worship arc of the very 
"essence of the matter. Let us believe 
:that there is no sadder symptom of a 
generation's bad moral health than its 
lack of faith in its great men and Its 
'loss of reverence for its heroes; but let 
'this belief be coupled with the reserva- 
tion that those called great shall be 
.truly great and that the heroes chal- 
lenging our reverence shall be truly 
:Iherolc, measured by standards adjusted 
to the highest moral conditions of man's 
Civilization. 


A Worthy Hero. 


"We cannot have the least misgiving 
(concerning the completeness of the hero 
iwhosa najne is on our lips tonight and 
(whose memory is in our hearts. 
"Should a hero's alms and purposes 


bn high and noble? Our hero devoted 
his life to teaching the love of God and 
pointing out to his fellows the way of 
'their soul's salvation. 


"Should lie be unselfish, self-sacrlflc- 


Ihg and generous? The self-sacrifice of 
ouf hero shone out constantly 
and 
brightly rind his life will be searched In 
vnin for a selfish, ungenerous act. 
"Should he be courageously and ag- 


gressively a lover of his country and a 
champion of freedom? Our hero, in the 
day of his country's danger and trial 
challenged all coiners In defense of our 
national safety and unity. He stood 
like a rock against doubters at home 
und lie confronted angry, threatening 
throngs abroad With a steady undying 
courage which wrought triumphs for 
his country and for its consecration'to 
manhood—freedom not less Important 
than those of an army with banners. 


"Should he be brave and patient tin- 


tier personal suffering und affliction? 
Our hero when afflictions came from 
heaven submissively continued to praise 
God and when he felt the cruel" stlngK 
of man's Ingratitude und malice he se- 
renely looked toward 
his 
Heavenly 
Father's face and kept within the com- 
forting lights of a pure conscience. 


"Should a. hero crown all his high 


moral uttributes with grent find benefi- 
cent achievements? Our hero led thou- 
sands upon thousands to the way of 
eternal life, 
he 
surrounded 
religion 


with cheerful brightness and taught 
that it grows best, not In the darkness 
of terror, but In the constant sunshine 
of God's unfailing love; he performed 
the highest service to his country In a 
spirit of absolutely pure patriotism. 
His life and influence 
were blessed 


benefactions to his countrymen far and 
near; and by no means the least of all 
he did, he created Plymouth church and 
kindled there a light of Christian faith 
and hope whose unwavering and un- 
waning warmth and light have In every 
corner of our land dispelled the chill 
and gloom of doubt and fear. 


Suitable Memorial. 


"We desire to estabish a memorial to 


our hero. We know that there is no 
need of duplicating a reminder that 
Henry Ward Beecher has lived and Is 
no longer with us in the body. We 
know that neither monument nor me- 
morial avails to the dead; and we know 
that nothing more than the monximent 
our hero hismelf has erected In 
the 
hearts of men is necessary to his re- 
membrance. And yet in loving honor 
to his name we would erect a memorial 
through which the living will 
be 


quickened and strengthened 
in 
the 


emotions and sentiments so much a 
part of his life and death. We would 
make our memorial an agency for the 
continuation of the mission which he 
undertook when he consecrated him- 
self to the service of God and the ele- 
vation and Improvement of his fellow- 
men; 
and by the love he still bore to- 
ward God and man We would invoke 
his approval of our work. We seek to 
build a memorial which shall be a 
shrine surrounded and pervaded by our 
hero's influence and spirit, inspiring all 
who worship there to noble deeds. We 
would Invite to his, shrine -from near 
and far those whose hearts have been 
touched by his earnest tone, if haply 
they might hear again his words of 
love and comfort; and we would In- 
•vlte those who have never known his 
ministrations, to come, and 
standing 


within the influence" of that 
sacred 
place, to feel its gentle leading to a 
better and more useful life. 


-"Our hero has, himself declared In 
what manher- his shrine should be.ap- 
proached: 'When I fall and am burled 
in Greenwood let no man dare to stand 
over the turf and say: "Here lies .Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher;" for God-knows that 
I will not lie there. Look up if you love 
me and if you feel that I have helped 
you on your way home, stand your foot 
on my turf and look up; for I will not 
hear anybody who does not speak with 
his mouth toward heaven.' 
Must Be Center of Work. 
'It would savor .of hardihood if we 


who knew Mr. Beecher and his work, 
and who now contemplate the buildlne 
of a memorial to the spirit and inspira- 
tion of his labors, should b> content 
with mere idle token of remembrance. 
Assuredly, if it is to typify his lofty In- 
tentions and purposes and if it is to 
memorialize his unsparing constant 
usefulness, and his fidelity in inter- 
preting to his fellowmen the message of 
God, our memorial must be a center of 
work which shall redound to the glory 
of God and the good of humanity. 
'It Is also entirely manifest that we 
can build no memorial shrine to our 
hero which will attract his favor and 
the presence of his spirit without mak- 
ing Plymouth church a part of it. No 
place on earth is so pervaded bv his 
spiritual influence, and his .love and 
affection for earthly things have no 
abiding place more sure than this. Ply- 
mouth church was erected by and for 
him. 
During more than 40 years and 
even to the day of his death, it was 
an engrossing subject of his devotion 
and the scene of his anxious self-sacri- 
ficing labors and joyful triumphs. Liv- 
ing, his, name and fame could never be 
separated from it, and dead, he has 
sanctified it. 
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"If our work of building a mcmorla 
to our hero is prosecuted In the spirit 
that characterized his work on earth 
and if' we mingle with the love we 
have for his memory a serious purpose 
to emulate hid love for humanity, our 
hero worship will be Inspiring and ele- 
vating. If, invoking his approval and 
In his name, we extend his life work, 
we fchall not only exemplify our affec- 
tion for htm but shall follow the de- 
stKiiH of God as they were revealed to 
him; und if at the shrine we erect, hu- 
manity shall look up and shall cast off 
Its burden of sin and selfishness and 
uncharitableness, we shall know that 
our hero Is there and that through his 
Intercessions our efforts have received 
a divine blessing." 


JUSTICE BREWER'S TRIBUTE. 


Mr. Cleveland was followed by Jus- 
tice Brewer, who said: 


"In the marvelous transforming years 


from 1S50 to 1SSO, Henry AVard Beecher 
was a man of prodigious Influence. He 
may well be called its great preacher. 
He was the most conspicuous member 
of an Illustrious family. We are here 
to testify to him. Only a few epeftk 
but you are all witnesses. 
"He was nature's child and. In some 
respects, always a child. The overflow- 
ing nature of the boy remained a peren- 
nial spring. He could not repress that 
overflowing'. In him pathos and humbr 
were always at home. When some of 
his ministerial brethren gently expos- 
tulated with him for what they thought 
too much levity in the pulpit he prompt- 
ly replied: 'Ah, brethren, you would 
forgive me if you knew how much I 
kept back.' He never placed his heart 
in a straight jacket or let It be chilled 
by the cold touch of a business age. All 
through life he followed its impulses. 
During the bitter hours of the civil war 
both at home and abroad his voice rang 
out strongly, hopefully and triumphant- 
ly^ He stood on English platforms and 
conquered English prejudices. Pulpit 
and press were filled with his patriotic 
utterances. His. country's flag was not 
a mere piece of cloth, worth so much a 
yard. He loved the Stars and Stripes. 
He was emphatically a preacher in poll-, 
tics. It was fitting that when the flag 
lowered at Fort Sumter on April 12, 
1861, was raised again on April 14, 1865, 
Mr. Beecher should be selected to utter 
for the .nation its exultant, triumphant 
hallelujah. 
Hostility to Oppression. 


"Again, note his constant hostility to 
all forms of oppression. To him the 
Declaration of Independence meant all 
that it said. The consent of the govT 
crned was no glittering generality. He 
was a leader In the great struggle In 
the republic between liberty and slav- 
ery. He stood 
with those who had 


goods, but not conscience, for sale. And 
as faith without works is dead, Beech- 
er's bibles in Kansas became solid ar- 
guments for freedom. 
'He read from the first the meaning 


of the great civil war; not party su- 
premacy, not sectional domination, but 
the'transfuslng Into the fife blood of the 
nation-vivifying spirit of -Webster's 
prophetic works, 'Liberty and union, 
now and forever, one and Inseparable.' 
'Wrong to the negro was not only the 
wrong that appealed to him. He de-- 
nounced before San Francisco audi- 
ences cruelty to the Chinese. Were he 
now living how he would thunder ana- 
themas at the legislation of Christian 
America' which authorizes the arrest 
and deportation 
without 
trial of a: 


Chinese laborer who does not carry with 
him a certificate, just as often city or- 
dinances authorize the shooting of a 
dog found on the streets, without a 
tag on his collar. 
"Nor was his love of liberty and ha- 


tred of oppression bounded by the ter- 
ritorial limits of his own land. 
The 


oppressed everywhere were his friends. 
He welcomed Kossuth. Plymouth pul- 
pit was open to every noble1 soul com- 
ing with an appeal for struggling hu- 
manity. And in all this he was but fol- 
lowing the leadings of his heart. He 
believed in liberty; nay, more, he loved 
it and loved it "not for himself alone, 
but for all the'sons and daughters of 
earth. 
Theology Was Lore. 
'So also his theology. It was con- 


densed in a single sentence, 'God is 
love.' Although brought up under the 
old New 
England 
theology 
among 


whose affirmations the certainty , and 
place of endless punishment for un- 
numbered multitudes were conspicuous 
and while perhaps he never wholly re- 
jected Its affirmations, 
his sermons 


bubbled over with.indications of a be- 
lief that the Almighty would prove to 
be more merciful than the puritan and 
the pilgrim were willing he should be. 
While he may never have called him- 
self a universalist, among the' strictly 
orthodox his theology was always an 
object of suspicion. They felt that he 
had too much confidence in the bound- 
less mercy of the inflinite but the doubt 
as to his theology never emptied the 
pews. 
"While Henry Ward Beecher thun- 


dered forth the inexorable demands of 
justice and righteousness, there was a* 
minor key which sweetly sang out 
blessed words of comfort and bade all 
sorrowing and fallen ones to look to the 
heights whence cometh the strength and 
peace. 
"It is fitting, then, that on this an- 


niversary of his death we gather today 
to do homage to his memory; fitting 
that in this city, where his great work 
was done there be erected a memorial 
building which shall epeak his name to 
those who shall come after us. So, un- 
til struggling 
humanity 
no 
longer 
needs the uplifting power of love and 
sympathy on Its appealing heart will 
be seen in undimmed letters the name 
of Henry Ward Beecher." 


THE MEMORIAL MOVEMENT. 


Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis, pastor of 


Plymouth church, then outlined 
the 
scope of the Beecher memorial move- 
ment and the plans of the committee. 
He said: 
"This movement to build some me- 
morial to Henry Ward Beecher grew 
out of a striking emergency.

eration between the churches; there he 
labored to^overthrbw the old Calvinism 
and to humanize theology and there he 
taught us the, law of sympathy and 
service for the poor and weak alike. 
Looking forward into the future, pur 
committee forecasts the day when Ply- 
mouth church shall be to New York 
and Brooklyn what the Old South Is 
to Boston. It is a historic building 
and should be preserved but if it'is to 
be preserved it must be done by .those 
Of us Who love Mr. Beecher.

anew in Waterbury as a result of the

Policeman 
Paul Mendelssohn

killed tonight; John W. Chambers, a 
non-union motorman was shot and his 
whereabouts la unknown and his con- 
ductor, 
George 
Weberndorfer, 
was 


pounded into Insensibility; The scene 
of the crime wan at Forest Park, the 
terminus of North Main- street line. 
The spot Is isolated and the car reached 
-the end of the line and the crew made 
preparations for the return trip. Im- 
mediately after the conductor, turned 
the trolley and the motorman reversed 
his levers eight majsked men sprang 
from the bushes by the roadside, en- 
tered the car and discharged' their re- 
volvers, every man being armed. Of- 
ficer Mendelssohn fell tit the first re- 
port and as n later examination showed, 
the first shot was fatal, having pierced 
his heart. The motorman was also hit 
and leaped from his car with a crv of 
pain. Some of the men followed him 
while the remainder turned their at- 
tention 
to the 
conductor. He was 


thrown to the floor of the car and 
pounded and kicked until he was un- 
conscious. The men'left htm and joined 
their companions outside. From this 
point in the attack their actions are 
wrapped in mystery and arc causing 
much aprehension. Webernodorfer saw 
his motorman leap from the car when 
he was shot and he aslo saw him fol- 
lowed by the murderers. Whether he 
escaped or was carried off by the at- 
tacking party cannot be learned. 


The conductor regained his senses 


with difficulty and went to the side of 
the policeman whom he found wag 
dead. The conductor, hardly able to 
stand, went to the controller and start? 
ed the car hack toward the city, Ori 
the way he met another car, the crew of 
which relieved the injured man and 
hurried to the city for asiftance. 


The body of the dead policeman was

GENERAL WM. BUEL FRANKLIN 
DEAD AT HIS HARTFORD HOME

eneral William Buel Franklin died to- 


day at his home In this city, aged SO 
year's. 


General Franklin had been in poor 
health for several years and had failed 
perceptibly since the death of his wife 
:hree years ago. 


General Franklin was graduated from 
West Point in 1843, and was 9. class- 
mate of General U. S. Grant. -He served 
in the Mexican war. In 1861 he was ap- 
pointed a colonel of the Twelfth United 
States infantry and immediately was 
made brigadier general of volunteers. 
In 1862 he was breveted brigadier gen- 
eral, U. S. A., for, gallant conduct be- 
"ore Richmond and the same year was 
appointed major general of vohmteers. 
He commanded the Sixth army corps 
and was in charge of the left wing of 
the army of the Potomac in the battle 
of South Mountain and in command of 
the Sixth army corps at the battle of 
Anlletam. 


General Franklin resigned from the 
army in 1866 with the_ rank of major 
general of volunteers and brevet major 
general, U. S. A., and came to this city 
to live. He was made vice president 
and general manager of the Colt's Pat- 
ent Firearms and Manufacturing com- 
pany. He was commissioner general for. 
the United States to the Paris exposi- 
tion of 1888, and was decorated with the 
Legion of Honor. 


General Franklin was a member of 
the Loyal Legion of the United States 
and the Army and Navy club of Con- 
necticut, the Society of the Cincinnati 
and the Grand Army. He had been for 
several terms commander of the New« 
York commandery, Loyal Legion. 
General Franklin's funeral will be at 
the Church of the .Good Shepherd. at 
3:30 o'clock Wednesday and the inter- 
ment will be at York, Pa., on Thurs- 
day. 


AN ESCAPED PRISONER IN 


WASHINGTON RECAPTURED

TWO KILLED.MANY INJURED 
WHILE WATCHING A FIRE. 
By Associated Press. 


Montreal, March 7.—The Richelieu & 


Ontario Navigation company's mag- 
nificent steamer Montreal, in course 
of construction, was burned to the 
water's edge tonight. A huge crowd 
was attracted by the fire and several 
hundred persons found their way to 
the roof of an Allan line shed .which, 
unable to stand the weight, collapsed, 
roof and people going down on a crowd 
in the shed. Two persons were killed 
and 75 injured, some of whom, it Is 
thought, may die. 


The fire' broke out about 8 o'clock 


in the after part of the vessel on the 
main deck. 
How it started, no one 


knows, but within a few moments from 
the. time the watchman first detected 
the fire the boat was a mass of flames, 
from stem to stern. 
Workmen en- 


gaged in putting in the Interior fittings 
of the craft had left behind them fide 
material to feed the flames. The civic 
fire department responded quickly but 
much delay ensued in getting th» water 
turned on, it, being necessary to bring 
the hose a considerable distance or else 
chop holes through the ice. By the 
time the brigade was able to get in 
full working order practically nothing 
remained to extinguish but the embers. 
The reflection attracted an. immense 
crowd and it was in eager quest for a 
point of vantage that resort was had 
to the shed- of the Allan line. This 
building was* a flimsily constructed af- 
fair, originally built so that it could 
be removed from the wharf'during the 
winter months. When a large number 
of people clambered on the roof atten- 
tion was drawn to the danger, and the 
police had just begun ordering those 
on the roof to get down wnen the 
qollapse came. 
There was not much 


of a crash and it was not until the 
screams of those who went down with 
the building and were held pinioned 
by the timbers rent the air,-that the 
big crowd knew that the accident had 
occurred. Then a rush ensued for the 
spot and for the next half hour there 
wtos a scene of bewilderment and ex- 
citement and confusion. The rescuers 
pulled off the heavy corrugated iron 
roofing and twisted apart the broken 
timbers. 


Ambulances were called from all the 


hospitals but it was fully two hours 
before the last of the victims had been 
carried away, Many were able to go 
to their homes. 


Two dead bodies were recovered, 


those of a man -and a boy, neither of 
which, at midnight, had been identi- 
fied.

The full capacity 
of the spacious banquet hall was taxed 
by the guests, wfto were seated at 12 
long tables flanking the table occupied 
by the guests of honor. 


Among others who sat near Mr. Fran- 
cis were Minister of Instruction Chau- 
mle. Minister of the 
Colonies Dou- 
mergue, Minister of Public Works Ma- 
rujoles; M. Dervllle, director general of 
the Paris exposition of 1900; former 
Ministers Krantz, Mesureur, Domer, 
Boucher and Lebon; the commissioner 
of France to the St. Louis exposition, 
M. La Grave; the presidents of the lead- 
Ing commercial, Industrial and financial 
organizations of the country, and rep- 
resentatives of the United States em- 
bassy and Consul General Gowdy. Sel- 
dom had such a notable gathering of 
officials and representative men been 
seen here. 


The decorations of the' hall were sig- 


nificant of Franco- American fraternity, 
the central piece being a sunburst of 
trl-colors and Stars and Stripes. On 
the artistic menu card was an engrav- 
ing typifying American 
energy 
and 


the card was embellished and entwined 
with the flags of France and America. 
After 'an elaborate meal, speeches of 
welcome wer* made by M. Ancelot, 
president of the French foreign exposi- 
tions committee, and the minister of 
commerce. M. Ancelot closed his re- 
marks by presenting to Mr. Francis a 
superb miniature painting representa- 
tive of French art. The minister of 
commerce, in behalf of President Lou- 
bet and the ministry, presented 
Mr. 
Francis with a magnificent Sevres Vase, 
and to Mrs. Erancls he presented an 
exquisite fan of ivory, lace and silk. 


Mr. Francis made a feeling response, 


saying he recognized that hie reception 
was chiefly a tribute to cordiality of 
French sentiment toward the sister re- 
public., He closed with a speech in 
French, which evoked great applause. 


The banquet was ended with the play- 


Ing of the "Star Spangled Banner," and 
amid a scene of much enthusiasm, Mr. 
Francis hurried away to catch the train 
for Berlin. 


,During the banquet an autograph let- 
ter from President Loubet was read, 
designating .Colonel Meaux St. Marie 
to be present in bis behalf, and ex- 
pressing the heartiest sentiments to- 
wards Mr. Francis and the St. Louis ex- 
position. 


In the course of M. Troyillot's speech 


he said France and the United States 
were bound together by the bonds of 
a historical association, commercial life 
and similarity of political Institutions. 
These were bonds of the heart as well 
as of Interest. Moreover, he added, 
France recoenized that the time had 
come when she would give a fitting rec- 
ognition and return for the magnificent 
part the United States had taken in 
the exposition of 1900. His toast, "To 
the United States and France, the Two 
First Republics on Earth^" was drunk 
standing and amid cheers and the wav- 
ing "of handkerchiefs. 


Mr. Troylllot devoted considerable at- 
tention to the growth of commerce be- 
tween France and America, saying in 
.part: . 
. 


"Not only are the two countries bound 
together by the ties which were formed 
during- the revolutionary struggle, by 
Washington,-' Lafayette and 
Roeham- 
beau, but they are bound -also by the 
strong ties of commercial relations. Day 
by day the movements of exchange be- 
tween France and the United States 
are becoming greater In spite of all the 
barriers placed in the way. We see 
with satisfaction that our exports to 
the United States have increased daily; 
they were 512,000,000 francs in 1894, and 
765,000,000 francs in 1900. It is quality, 
however, rather than quantity ot our 
exports which gives France the first 
place among the nations In Europe in 
their relations with .the United States. 
There is a vast difference between ex- 
porting millions of crude products and 
exporting millions of finished products 
and luxuries. As an exporter of ar- 
ticles of the highest grade our position 
Is pre-eminent and our American fi'iendg 
are our best customers in the world. 


"The Fr'ench republic considers the 


American republic not only as a friend 
but as a sister. French love of liberty 
is so profound that France has no need 
to look elsewhere for 
examples; yet 


surely the example of the United States 
has been useful In pointing out how to 
establish and how to maintain the true 
spirit of liberty. 


Mr. Francis In 'the course of his re- 


sponse said his reception would have 
the effect of further showing to the 
American people the friendliness felt 
for them by the people of the sister re- 
public. 
Prsldent Cachardo of the American 


chamber of commerce also spoke. He 
referred to the growing prospect of 
.closer commercial relations between 
France '-and the United . States and in 
behalf of the American chamber pre- 
sented Mr. Francis with a large loving 
cup of sliver lined with gold.

EXPLOSION OF OIL CAUSED 
HORRIBLE DISASTER.

Clean, N. Y., Marcfy 9.—More than a 
score of people were killed and a large 
number'injured by an explosion of oil 
near here tonight. 


A freight .train on the Erie made up 


principally ol tank cars filled with oil, 
broke in two near this city about 9 
o'clock. The two sections of the train 
came together' with a crash and one 
of the oil tanks was demolished. Eire 
broke out almost Instantly and th.e sky 
was lighted up for 
miles. A large 


crowd of people left this city for the 
scene of the flee. While they were lined 
up along the tracks a terrific explosion 
occurred. The flames communicated 
quickly with the other tank cars and a 
second and a third explosion followed 
each other in rapid succession. Sheets 
of flame shot 
out in all directions. 
Scores of persons were caught within 
the zone of the 
explosion and en- 


veloppd 
in flames. 
Men and 
boys 


ran screaming down the track with 
their clothing ablaze. Others fell where 
they stood, overcome by the awful heat. 
Just how many were killed Is not 
known as many of the bodies were In- 
cinerated. 
V:The number of dead is known to be 
•&t?least 18, and some estimates place it 
as high, as 25. More than two score 
'jyfir?, more or less'' seriously burned. 
'.S^me of them will die. It is out of the 
..question to identify any of the bodies 
.recovered.

James McDonald, condition serious;

Sydney Fish, a prominent business 


man, returned from the scene of the 
flre at midnight. He'said: 
• 


"I was attracted to the scene of the 
flre between 9:30 and. 10 o'clock. When 
I was within a quarter of a- mile of the 
wrecked train there was 'a terrible ex- 
plosion. 
Flames 
shot outward and 
upward for a great distance. 
I saw 


several persons who started to run 
away drop on the railway tracks. They 
never moved again.' Others who had 
been standing close to the wreckage 
were hurled through the air for hun- 
dreds of feet. The scene "was awful. 
Half a dozen young boys ran down the 
tracks with their clothing on flre. They 
resembled human torches. I could hear 
their agonised screams' distinctly from 
where I stood. They ran some distance 
down the track and then threw them- 
selves to the ground, groveling In the 
ditches in their frantic efforts to ex- 
tinguish the flames. Then they lay 
still, some of them unconscious,, others 
dead. I do not know how many were 
killed, but I counted 20 bodies before I 
came away." 


Word was sent at once to Olean po- 
lice headquarters. 
Every doctor and 
ambulance in the city was summoned. 
Grocery wagons and carriages of all 
kinds were pressed into service and 
everything possible was done to bring 
the Injured without delay to the hospi- 
tals for treatment;- 


At midnight the first of the injured 
arrived at the hospital. They were four 
boys. 
Their 
injuries 
are frightful.- 
Great patches of flesh were burned off 
and hung In shreds from their bodies. 


It will be difficult to ascertain the 
names of a great many of the dead to- 
night as their bodies were burned to 
ashes -In the intense heat. A canvass 
is being made of the city as rapidly as 
possible to find out the names of those 
missing. There Is great excitement In 
the city and the streets are thronged 
with people. 
Large crowds gathered at the hospital 
and the faces of the Injured were anx- 
iously scanned as they were brought in 
on stretchers. 
Heart-rending scenes 


were witnessed when one of the poor, 
blistered bodies wus recognized by a 
father or a mother or a sister or a 
brother, and It was with difficulty that 
persons were restrained from Invading 
the operating room.

WAS DESTROYED BY FIRE.

ed by flre about noon today together 
with 10,000 tons of wheat and 2,000 
tons of salt stored on the deck.

The in- 
surance 16 about $340,000V It is cer- 
tain that, the flre was started by an 
incendiary, as a man was seen leav- 
ing the dock after the fire had gained 
some headway. The police station was 
notified as soon as possible, but before 
an officer arrived on the scene the man 
disappeared. 
Three times during the 


past fortnight fires have been started 
on docks in this "city, and it Is sup- 
posed that the same man is responsi- 
ble for all of them. The fire broke out 
on the dock .shortly before noon, and 
it looked for awhile as through the en- 
tire line of docks on the east side of 
the river would be burned, and several 
times Irving dock, .adjoining, caught 
flre. but by diligent effort on the part 
of the flre department the flames were 
confined to Victoria dock and a few 
small buildings near by. It was late 
this afternoon before the flre was en- 
tirely under control, and tonight the 
great piles of wheat are still smoulder- 
ing. 


Several small houses near the dock 


were destroyed, the loss on the houses 
aggregating $6,000. The losses in de- 
tail are as follows: 


Ten thousand tons of wheat owned 


by the Northwestern Warehouse com- 
pany, $250,000 fully 
insured;

tons of salt owned by T. M. Stevens 
& Co. $50,000, fully, insured; Victoria 
dock owned by E. W. Spencer $65,000, 
insurance $30,000;

Earlier In the day the half block 


of buildings bounded by Mississippi, 
Russell and Goldsmith streets, in Al- 
bina, not far from Victoria dock, was 
destroyed. 
Eighteen 
families 
who 


lived In the block were rendered home- 
less. The ground floor was occupied 
by several small stores. The total loss 
Is ajbout $25.000.

WRITTEN CONFESSION 


OF W. C. MUNSELL 


Denver, March 7.—It -was the old, old 


Btory that caused the downfall of Will-. 
Jam C. Munsell. former chief clerk in 
the state auditor's office. 
The curse 


that made.him a fugitive from justice 
was'not drink, hankering for high life 
or gambling,-at least not gambling ac- 
orditig to'- law, but nevertheless the 
same,- The whole.wretched story can 
be'summed up in one word, and that is, 
speculation. 
This caused him to de- 


sert wife and boy and decamp to avoid 
arrest. 
The total of Munsell's em- 


bezzlement is something like $5,000, 
and the irregularities occurred -when 
former Auditor C. W. Crouter was in 
charge of the .flat,tax department. The 
story, can .be best told in MunseM's let- 
tier of confessiotf to. Mr. Crouter, -which 
was written on the,letter paper of the 
etate auditor's 'office .and Is'as follows: 
'tTo Whom It May",Concern: 


•"This is to certify that I, W. C. Mun- 


sell, have been-in.full charge and con- 
troV'of the s license tax department of 
the:State.auditor's office for ex-Auditor 
C. "W,',Crouter, from the time of the 
starting of said department until the 
closing of his administration, upon, the 
13th day of January, 1903; that I have 
Had full charge of all money collected 
bjj'.sald department, and have had the 
full confidence of Mr. Crouter at all 
tlines. I have, at his request, upon dif- 
ferent occasions, rendered him state- 
uients of the business and affairs of the 
department, all of which were false. I 
faTs'lfied the books to correspond with 
said' statement, and 
Mr. Crouter - is 


Wholly ignorant of there being any- 
thing-wrong at this time or any other, 
and will not be aware of it until he re- 
ceives this. Neither is anyone else 
aware of it, or has anything to do with 
'the same, the entire fraud being mine, 
not even my own family dreaming of 
my guilt.. The money has been lost 
by me, speculating in mining, and I 
am entirely without means to support 
my'family, -who will be compelled to 
seek the charity of their relatives.

Crouter or anyone else may not suffer 
for-a'Wrong that is entirely my own, 
and for which I alone 
must suffer.

-Inclosed with the letter was the fol- 
lowing note:

not unless necessary to clear yourself. 
Things came up different from what I 
anticipated, and I have lost out.. I do 
not ask your forgiveness, for I cannot 
forgive myself. Good by, Carey.' 


The shortage is not thought to be 


more than the sum stated, as the fiat 
tax department has been in existence 
only since' May, 1901, and,' being a new 
department, no bond was required of 
the clerk rholdjpg-;the responsible posi- 
tion. 'Mr. Crouter's bond covered every- 
thing. 'It la probable that hereafter the 
clerk will-,jbe. put" under bond. When 
Mr. Chafiea ^..Crou^er was seen to1 
day at his1 offlqe;in the Quincy build- 
Ing, and interviewed 
regarding this 


matter, he showed no animosity toward 
Munsell. 
He spoke 
no harsh word 


against' the defaulter, and his whole 
manner was one of sympathy for his 
former clerk. Munsell at one time'was 
assessor of Mineral county, candidate 
for,secretary of state board of equaliza- 
tion, and also ran for representative 


in .the state legislature. AttorneyrGen- 
eral Miller has called on Mr. Crouter 
to make good his deficiency, and this 
will be done Monday morning, when 
Crouter will pay $6,200 to the state 
treasury, this amount including about 
$1,000 which has been tied up in court 
by an injunction, which prevented him 
from paying over the money due. Mr. 
Irouter still holds, however, the amount 
paid to him by corporations under pro- 
test, and he cannot let this money go 
out of his possession until tho court so 
orders. Mr. Post, former attorney-gen- 
eral, is his attorney. The American 
Bonding & Trust company of Balti- 
more, Md., is Mr, Crouter's bondsman, 
in the sum of $30,000. 
EIGHT-HOUR LEGISLATION 


IS PRACTICALLY DOOMED. 


The assembly chambers of the state 


legislature today presented quite a con- 
trast compared with yesterday,' there 
being no session of either body, an ad- 
journment until Monday having been 
decided on last night. A few members 
turned up, however, to talk over bills 
and map out plans for the;coming week. 
Clerks were on hand as usual, but in 
the senate even the clock had stopped, 
a silent reminder and mute evidence 
that matters under consideration would 
not be acted on today. Mr. Dolph's 
civil service bill, which Is house bill 
No. 197, promises to kick up a rumpus 
this week, the bill being similar to 
Senator Lewis' bill now before the 
senate. . The 
eight-hour 
bill 
is 


as good as dead. Under existing condi- 
tions no one would dare to predict its 
passage. The fact that there are two 
eight-hour .bills, one introduceu in 
the house, the other in the senate, is 
an additional reason why there will 
be no action taken. The two legisla- 
tive bodies are at loggerheads. Sena- 
tor Moore said: "The house eight-hour 
bill 
is 
unconstitutional 
and 
has 


been declared defective by every law- 
yer who has read It." Senator -Moore 
introduced 
the 
eight-hour 
bill in 


the senate. It passed the senate and 
was sent to the house, which promptly 
framed a bill of its own. The bouse 
will not pass -the senate bill, and the 
senate says nay to the 
house bill. 


Therefore both bills are doomed.

IN STATE LEGISLATURE 


Denver,. March 9.—The short appro- 
priation bill for. $177,000 to pay salaries 
of state/ employes and incidental ex- 
penses passed the senate this morning. 
This is the bill that has caused such a 
commotion about the state house for a 
couple of weeks. 


The civil service bill of which Senator 
Lewis is the 
author, took 
up 
the 
greater part of today's session, but no 
headway was made toward Us adop- 
tion. 


Announcement was made in the,6en- 
ate that the house had passed, the fol- 
lowing senate bills with 
emergency 
clause inserted. Senate bill No. 33, pro- 
viding for maintenance and expendi- 
tures of state Insane asylum; senate bill 
No. 35, providing for support of the pen- 
itentiary for the years 1903 and 1904; 
senate bill No. 44. providing for main- 
tenance and incidental expenses of state 
industrial school at Golden. 
Senator Cornforth, in behalf of his 


bill for community property rights, 
presented a great many petitions from 
women's clubs throughout the state. 


SENATE HAD WARM DEBATE 
OVER HOUSE MEDICAL BILL. 


All persons suffering from any sort 


of ailment Should have been in the sen- 
ate today to hear the remedies pro- 
posed by senators. Every known school 
or system of medicine was discussed, 
and Its secrets laid bare. The subject 
of discussion was house bill No. S3, 
which is a bill to protect the public 
health, regulate the. practice 'of medi- 
cine and prohibit the distribution of 
freak advertising matter, tending to in- 
jure public morals. Senator Jefferson, 
who is a physician, is trying hard to 
have the bill passed. 
Senator Rush 
denounced the perpetrators of this bill 
as "Scheming cheap'grafters who are 
looking for a cinch." He said, in part: 
"If you want a cinch bill, you will 
vote for it, but if you want to be fair, 
you will vote against it.. Did you ever 
see a cinch bill? If not, look at this, 
.the greatest graft for thieves and for 
the narrowest-minded lot of Individuals 
that ever came down the pike. It beats 
running a get-rich-quick scheme in St. 
Louis, and it is the best graft bill that 
ever came along. Physicians in olden 
times -were also undertakers, and it 
seems they have not yet forgotten that 
part of their system." He made sensa- 
tional assertions against Dr. VanMeter 
and several hot arguments occurred be- 
tween senators. No progress whatever 
was made in regard to this bill, so'far 
as action was concerned.

ence of Wm. J. Bryan, who made an ad- 
dress at the morning session, today's

Judge 
George L. Yaple of Mendon, who is the 
nominee for supreme judge for a term 


• of 10 years, to succeed Judge Frank A. 
Hooker, was nominated without any 
other name being presented. 
For re- 
gents of the state university, Welling- 
ton B. Burt of Saginaw was left in un- 
disputed possession of the field before 
the first ballot was completed, Dr. 
Francis J. Walsh of Kalamazoo, Albert 
Dlxon of Port Huron and Henrv C. 
•Davi* of Traverse City, withdrawing in 
Mr. Burt's favor. Dr. Walsh and Mr. 
Dixon were candidates again for the 
mcond candidacy on the board of 
regents, but were defeated by Willis 
Abbott, of Battle Creek, editor of the 
(Pilgrim magazine. 
The resolutions adopted merely be- 
speak the support ot "thoughtful citi- 
zens for the principles of the govern- 
ment .which found expression through 
the national platform of the party." 
This is the only reference made to na- 
tional affairs. The initiative and ref- 
•rundum is demanded, and the recent 
coal strike is taken as an indication of 
the necessity for municipal ownership 
of public utilities. 
The : resolutions deprecate judicial 
participation in the manipulation ot 
conventions and the activities of ante- 
.convention policies. 'Pride is expressed 
in the state university, and the Demo- 
,craitlc .party is pledged to continue its 
efficiency by every means in its power 
consistent with economy. No mention 
was made In the convention of Demo- 
cratic presidential possibilities. 
Mr. Bryan, in addressing the conven- 
.tlon, said: 
"No Democrat has reason to be de- 
spondent. We must not work on the 
principle of expediency. We must be 
eure we are building on the right 
ground. There never was a time when 
there was a greater need for the appli- 
cation of Democratic principles than to 
day.

HOUSE WOTJLD NOT REPEAL 
THE FLAT TAX SECTIONS 


In the house, the Belford bill de- 
signed for repealing the flat tax, was 
killed by a party vote, with the excep- 
ion of Aitken and Dolph, who voted 
with Democrats to repeal the flat tax 
lections in the revenue bill. The Demo- 
crats argued that the law at' present 
Batches only the small 
corporations, 
while the1 big ones evade its provisions, 
and therefore it was more than useless. 
The Warner bill, increasing the income 
if the Univfersity of Colorado from one- 
fifth of a mill to two-fifths of a mill on 
.he state valuation passed the house to- 
lay. This will give the university an 
ncome of $140,000 annually, double the 
amount formerly received. The strike 
resolution adopted by the house, was 
•athered by BreckenMdge and Whin- 
nery, and Is drafted to pay the expenses 
of an examination into conditions at 
Color.ado City. 


THE STRIKE RESOLUTIONS 
AS PASSED BY THE HOUSE. 


The following are the strike Vesolu- 


,ions as passed by the house: 
"Whereas, Under section 3, chapter 


i3, of the session laws of ,1897, page 205, 
t was made to appear to the governor 
of the state of Colorado that a tumult, 
riot and mob was threatened at and in 
the vicinity of Colorado City, El Paso 
county, Colo.; in pursuance of such 
statute the governor did order a portion 
of the National guard within the limits 
of such territory to aid the civil au- 
thority in maintaining order and peace 
and to support the law; and, 
"Whereas, The said National guard 


is still so stationed under the power 
limited as aforesaid; and, 
"Whereas, There Is a strike among 


the laboring men of said district there- 
tofore employed at the mills and redije-

'Resolved,' By the house of repre- 
sentatives of the Fourteenth General 
assembly of the state of Colorado, the 
senate-concurring therein, That It is 
sense of the general assembly of the 
state of Colorado that it js the duty of 
both sides to frame a statement of their 
differences and submit them to the gov- 
ernor of the state of Colorado, the state 
board pf arbitration, or such other per- 
sons as may be agreed upon to enable 
them to take 'such steps as they may 
deem expedient, wise and just In bring- 
ing whatever differences or disagree- 
ments or troubles that may exist be- 
tween the laboring men and their em- 
ployers to such a settlement as will be 
just to.both sides."

STEAMER QUARANTINED ON 
SUSPICION OF CHOLERA. 
By Associated Press. 


New York, March 10.—Six strange- 
deaths at sea .aboard the Anchor line 
steamer Karamanla, from Marseilles, 
Palermo and Naples, caused that ves- 
sel to be detained at' Quarantine today, 
and Health Officer Doty after an ex- 
amination said the symptoms were so 
similar to those of cholera that the 
ship would be thoroughly disinfected 
and its 733 passengers and the crew sent 
to Hoffman's Island to remain there un- 
til the health officer positively knows 
that they are free from infection. The 
bodies were buried at sea and the mea- 
gre report of the ship's doctor Increased 
Dr. Doty's suspicion. Each of the vic- 
tims died in convulsions attending-an 
attack of nausea and cramps. Dr. Doty 
after securing records of all the deaths 
on board gave out the following state- 
ment: 


"From the meagre reports of 
the 
ship's, doctor the.cases are very SUB-. 
piclous. We have no cases to exam- 
ine and as the bodies were burled at 
sea, all the evidence obtainable waa 
the doctor's notes and' statements giv- 
ing the history of the cases. All the 
symptoms—nausea, cramps and sudden 
collapse and death are so similar to 
those of cholera that I purpose to treat 
the vessel and passengers as If it were 
certain. The vessel will be thoroughly 
disinfected, the passengers, 733 in num- 
ber, 
transferred to Hoffman's island, 
and the crew, after the vessel shall be 
docked will also" be taken to 
Hoff- 
man's island. 
These people will be 
detained there until I am positive that 
they are free from infection. 
This 
course is pursued because of the aus- 
picious character of the deaths and 
the absence of evidence of the cause. 
No person on board appears to be able 
to account for the outbreak." 


On February 8,. while the Karamanla. 
was steaming from Marseilles'for Pal- 
ermo, four of the. crew were suddenly 
taken iirwith nausea, and spasms. Two 
died, one recovered and the'other was 
sent ashore to the hospital, where the 
doctor said the men were poisoned. Two 
days after sailing from Naples, another 
sailor who slept in the room where 
the others were taken 111, was found 
in a'stupor. On being restored he said 
he had suffered the same symptoms. 
A number pf others. In the same room, 
feeling '111, ran on deck and soort re? 


i covered. The, compartment was then 


stripped, disinfected and closed. Febru.l 
ary 27 a passenger was sent to the hos*| 
pital suffering from stomach 
troublal 
and on March 1 two other passengers! 
were stricken suddenly .and died with-1 
in a few hours. The next day, March! 
2, the passenger In the hospital died I 
and another passenger was found dead I 
in his bunk. All the dead passengers I 
had occupied adjoining bunks In No. I 
1 steerage. They were buried at «»• 
This is the Karamanla's.second ex-, 
perlence of the kind. 
On August 3.1 


1893, she arrived off Quarantine from I 
Naples and reported three deaths dur-J 
ing the trip. Dr. Jenkins, then health, 
officer, reported that the deaths had I 
been' due to cholera.

TESTIMONY FROM COLORADO. 
U 


NDER, the heading, "More Good 


Testimony From Colorado," "i4'. 
M. A." writes in the Woman's 
Home Journal of February its in 


regard to' one of the Springs' most high- 
ly respected citizens-, 


Mrs. Ella L. C. Dwlnell, who was 


born, eoucated rtnd married In Char- 
lotte, Mich., 'has been a resident of 
Colorado for about 16 years, Bhe is soon 
to return to her native place, and the 
Charlotte Tribune, In making note of 
the tact, gives, a sketch of her life and 
work, and of her views with regard to 
the results of equal suffrage. 


Mrs Dwinell took an active part In 


the suffrage campaign In Colorado, be- 
ing secretary for her county. She was 
the first woman in Colorado to be ap- 
pointed a notary public, and she served 
lor six years on the state board of trus- 
tees of the Deaf and Blind school. Bhe 
has been department president of the 
Colorado and Wyoming Woman's Re- 
lief corps and Is also a member of the 
Eastern Star. 
She says: "I have voted for 10 years, 
never falling except when in Michigan, 
where women are not counted as vot- 
ers. 'I sometimes hear it said there that 
equal citizenship is a failure, but Colo- 
rado men do not say so. Voting Is by 
no means considered a disgrace to wo- 
man,- neither is she, by so doing, any 
tho less a true woman. I have yet 
to hear of domestic trouble growing out 
of the right of the women to vote. 
In Colorado It is just as much a mat- 
ter of 'course for husband and wife, 
son and mother, brother and sister to 
go to the polls to vote as for them to 
attend the church together, or the the- 
ater and cases of starvation because 
dinner was late sometimes on election 
day have never been reported. It Is 
by no means an uncommon thing for 
husband and wife to belong to differ- 
ent parties. Children are as plentiful 
and well cared for as In Michigan, and 
no dire calamity hat; befallen our com- 
monwealth. No state has better laws 
and It has prospered no less because 
its women care for its honor as a 
state, and 'lend a hand* In Its upbuild- 
ing* 
"In fact, in the pioneer full suffrage 
state of Wyoming, with a record cov- 
ering over a third of a century, there 
IS a less percentage of crime, of divorce 
of Insanity, of pauperism than in most 
other states of the union. 
"In1 Colorado the women do not care 


for the offices, except for the service 
they can render the state. Since suf- 
frage was granted In Colorado, some 
woman has always been elected state 
superintendent 
of public instruction 


The merely political offices 
are not 
wanted by women. Women are repre- 
sented on nearly all the state boards.' 
When Mr. Dwlnell's health began to 


fall, Mrs. Dwlnell entered MB real es- 
tate and insurance office and for sev- 
eral years Was the main support of the 
family. He died in Colorado Springs in 
1899. 
Of their four children, one died 


In Infancy. The eldest son, Rolla Cush- 
ing DWInell, was captain of company L 
Roosevelt's rough riders, and was seri- 
ously wounded in the left shoulder in 
the famous charge at Santiago, July 2 
1898. 
He was^ mustered out at Mon- 
tauk Point the September following. He 
re-enlisted In the Thirty-fourth Unlte( 
States volunteers as a first lieutenant in 
1899, 
and served on General Funston s 
staff at San Isidro, Luzon, until June 
80, 1901; 'when he was again mustered 
out. and appointed treasurer of the 
province aVSahastdro. There .he serve( 
nutil April' 12. -1902, when he died o 
consumption caused by his wound. 
There are ''Daughters" .of : divers 


names who seek to foster pride of fam 
liy- and to perpetuate the memory o 
hardships endured by, pioneers; -and o 
service rendered by soldiers, and who 
because of their affiliations and sndeav 
or, are coming to have an Influence li 
the life of today. 
This. Daughter o 


Michigan, whose record as a -woman 
wife, mother and citizen Is so worthy 
will stand beside 'honored graves ,wnei 
she comes home. There He her grand 
father, a first settler, who fought in 
the war of 1812 and carried to his dying 
day a rifle ball received in battle; he 
grandmother, who in a community 
without a doctor- was called upon li 
all cases of sickness and accident; he 
father, whose marriage was the firs 
In the township and whose housekeep 
Ing began In a log house; and her-hus 
band, a veteran of the civil war. There 
beside his father, will she lay the body 
of her soldier son when It comes acros 
the sea and continent. Surely her tes 
timony should carry weight.

The Winter Night club discussed 
"The jPplmary Election Law" at its 
meeting at the El Paso club last even- 
ing. The club had several guests. Leg- 
islators put before the DO members pres- 
ent the provisions of the bill now before 
the general assembly and the discus- 
sion that followed the principal speak- 
ers was animated. 
The sentiment of the speakers was all 
in favor of It, but there were several 
who would have questioned the wis- 
dom of some of the provisions of .the 
proposed law. had there been time. 
Some of the most thoughtful of the 
club, after the meeting, asked if the 
bill does not really push the conveh- 
ion back a. step, in having it before 
he primaries, and there was a ques- 
ion in their minds if the expense of 
he election was not duplicated, both 
'or the candidates and the state or 
municipality. 
Representative Dolph from El .Paso 
county urged upon the club more ac- 
ive work, individually, as citizens, and 
.he apathy of the voter in the face 
of his party machinery was reverted 
o more than once; it was suggested 
by Dr. James B. Gregg that individual 
etters be sent to Denver indorsing the 
bill.K R. Babbitt presided as chairman. 
The' first speaker was P. B. Stewart. 
Mr. Stewart traceH the history of party 
management and the evolution of the 
ballot in the United States, in a manT 
ner so interesting that it was folloTved 
with the closest attention. He stated 
hat in the course of the evolution-- of 
he ballot in this country the machinery 
.'or voting has taken on a form en- 
tirely different from what was origlnal- 
y contemplated. 
"Washington, particularly cautioned 
those who were to follow him against 
partisanship," said Mr. Stewart, "but 
conditions during the early days of 
he republic made it impossible to pro- 
:eed 
on the lines originally laid out." 
"When the country passed through 


successive stages to the greatest in- 
dustrial conditions it had ever witness- 
ed," continued the speaker, "there came 
a pressure from the classes most affect- 
ed for measures of protection, not only 
of lawful and proper protection, but 
protection, which, in many instances, 
:hey were not entitled!to. The unfor- 
tunate .condition prevailing in the large 
centers of population today, has come 
from this. 


Party Power. 


"The party machinery from the oper- 


ation of these men, came to have a 
power apart from the body of the peo- 
jle. not responsible to the people, but 
ooking upon itself as a compact body, 
able to .accomplish what it set, out 
to do. Instead of bowing to the wish of 
the rank and file," said Mr.< Stewart. 
'Where it has been very pronounced, 
attention 
has been directed actively 
to what could be done to mitigate this 
:ondition. In Australia, which was not 
.mpeded by precedent, they adopted 
what Is now known as the Australian 
ballot, the important principle of which 
is protection to the man who wants 
to vote according to his conscience; It 
gives secrecy and in its original form 
amounted to an opportunity for closer 
political movements an party 
candi- 
dates were placed together without a 
name distinguishing them. It was 
emasculated in this country to meet the 
spirit of party discipline. 
"This system for the 
time being 


thwarted the onrush of those 
evils 
which have gi-own up about the ballot 
proper. This wonderful expert lock- 
smith, the professional politician; who 
is constantly spending his time to pick 
any new lock, barring the way to the 
politics he wants, set out to discover 
the secret lock of that ballot and the 
caucus and the convention come in for 
a new line of development. We hear 
constantly of the apathy of citizens 
who won't go out to the primary, and 
we hear that, it is regretted and are 
urged to bestir ourselves, but when 
you look the situation in the face the 
caucus or primary is now a tool of 
such keen edge In the hands of the 
professional politician that in' many in- 
stances rebellion is futile, and the rea- 
son is that we are amateurs in politics, 
occupied by other matters; we are dis- 
organized, which is Inherent in the sit- 
uation and we cannot alter it. On the 
other hand the professional politician 
lives on politics and when the word Is 
passed down that that organization is 
to get out and exert itself for a com- 
mon purpose they know what they are 
after and get what they want, and the 
only recourse for you Is to start an 
independent movement and get the best 
out of it you can. But never mind 
what you do, this professional politics 
Is-a subterranean stream, reappearing 
and drawing along Its channel just the 
same. Professional polities' is a neces- 
sity u-nder the present party machinery. 
"It is a self-evident fact that where 
so very few express themselves, pri- 
mary and caucus results cannot stand 
for the desire of; the people even had 
they had opportunity of voicing their 
desires. Throughout the east there hag 
been floating a compulsory primary \&ft, 
notion a proposed law to force people 
to take part in the primary, but this 
has been futile, and there seemed to 
be no solution until a man in Minne^ 
sota and the Pioneer Press hit upon fan 
idea bidding fair to revolutionize the" 
primary 
So far, however, it has. nad 
only a limited application. This Is the 
bill that Senator Taylor has presented 


to the Colorado legislature, and which 
is now before 14 legislatures in 
the 
United States. This man's scheme is 
to hold a primary on the same day as 
registration is demanded by law. If.I 
do not mistake, there are three regis- 
tration days here. This law only w;nt 
to the extent of forcing primary vot- 
ing on the day of the first registra- 
tion, and parties who vote 10 per cent 
of the total vote of the state are en- 
titled to have at each precinct at that 
primary a ticket of candidates. On that 
ticket can be named as a candidate 
any man who is willing to pay a fee 
of $20, which goes to the expenses of 
operating the primary, and who for- 
wards a certificate to an accredited 
public officer, who places his 
name 
with others of the candidates on the 
ballot. Thus, any voter may be a can- 
didate for office." 
About Candidates. 


Dr. Gregg Interrupted to know if the 
prospective candidate must enroll him- 
self under the name of any one politi- 
cal party. 
Mr. Stewart replied: "Not necessari- 


ly. A man need be a member of no par- 
ty In order to be a candidate, provided 
he has sufficient backing to indicate 
good faith. In the operation of the pro- 
posed law we go to the registration 
place and must first satisfy all condi- 
tions, must show we are there. Then 
we are given tickets and proceed to 
vote. The whole gist of the proposi- 
tion is that the primary and registra- 
tion are put together, giving a tre- 
mendous-stimulus to the voter. Where 
the Taw was first put In operation, In a 
county in Minnesota, the result was 
that U brought out a larger primary 
vote as 110 is to 10. Instead of a caucus 
of three or four per cent of your party 
voters, there was actually secured a 
caucus 10 per cent greater than 
the 
total vote. The question of apathy of 
the voter Is settled by this bill, for 
the candidates, or officers, cannot be 
reached by any interested body of men 
because the field is so vast it has been 
suggested that a natural result will be 
an anti-primary caucus, that an at- 
tempt will be made to name and prop- 
erly accredit a ticket of representa- 
tives and that that ticket, so named, 
will go to the primary as a caucus 
ticket goes before an ordinary election. 
This'may, indeed, work out, but as far 
as making it a test of party. loyalty, it 
is difficult to see how a party could 
be held together to that extent. 
"The general citizen becomes direct- 


ly responsible, has direct voles in every 
candidate and the candidate cannot 
lose all sense of his instructions from 
the body at large, the voters. The ef- 
fect is to entirely upset the present 
lines of party organization; of course, 
it will excite the antipathy of those 
who have the machinery in their own 
hands—I am frank to say the law may 
have disadvantages but on the other 
hand the effect is that a man of stand- 
ing, courage, conviction, intelligence, 
with a sense of his duties as a citizen, 
need not go to the politician, but relies 
on the sober sense of that good'and 
great element, now apathetic and dis- 
gusted—and returns to them and says: 
'I have done my duty and you are the 
ones to judge.' He returns, when he is 
through with office, possibly with a 
view to re-electlbh, to the large body of 
voters who care little for the machine, 
but whether their taxes are too large, 
and if they are safe after dark—the rep-" 
resentatlve, 
honest 
citizen." (Ap-; 
plause.) 
Dolph Introduced. 


Chairman Babbitt introduced Repre- 
sentative Dolph, who announced he Was 
prepared to give a talk on the details' 
of this measure. In a way. he was the' 
author of the bill,;having asked Senator 
Taylor the privilege of Introducing it 
in the house. "But the son of the red- 
headed rooster of the Rockies got ahead 
of me, and the bill was introduced, 
Belford now being recognized as the 
father of the bill in the house," said 
Mr. Dolph. "I see here tonight very 
few of the faces I see at the primary." 
He told :of an incident a year or so ago 
in precincts 42 and 43 in Colorado 
Springs, when Judge Robert Kerr was 
running for .an office, "and the interest 
was so Intense in that precinct that 
judges of election had to go out and 
induce three colored ladies to come in 
and vote. Half the gentlemen here to- 
night." said the representative, "won't 
get out at the, primaries on the nine- 
teenth of this month and will take 
no interest, whatever, in getting out. 
"It has been stated this method would 
at least remedy the situation. As it is 
now, 
the fine manipulator gets' In his 
work not only at the caucus, but at the 
convention." 
He told of the purchase by the Re- 
publican party in Wisconsin of every 
newspaper in that state with the ex- 
ception of one in Milwaukee, and how 
public sentiment was directed against 
the primary election law. But Gover- 
nor La Follette and the supporters of 
the measure with him, by constant and 
hard work, won. 
"... 
"I understand that hv Colorado the 


measure is about.to pass," said Mr. 
Dolph. "It provides that seven weeks 
.before the principal election the pri- 
mary election shall be held- Tou come 
into the booth and find a list of tickets, 
igo, Into the booth' and vote for one 
man under the different offices; say 
you vots for governor. The. candidate 
who receives the plurality-of votes, is 
the man nominated. The principle Is 


applied Democracy. 
"In Colorado first and second-class 
counties, only, will use the new law; 
and to this lies the only opposition the 
bill has encountered in the senate; if it 
was not for this clause it would have 
passed the senate. There is something, 
peculiar in the fact that the machine 
politician is the man who is princi- 
pally opposing it, but the law is com- 
ing to the front just the same as/the 
Australian ballot system arrived, and 
this is but a further application of the 
Australian ballot system. 


"I want to say to you gentlemen, as 
citizens and business men, that you 
do not take enough interest in 
the 
business transacted at the state capi- 
tol at Denver. The Denver Real Es- 
tate exchange stated they could get 
what they wanted If they asked for 
it. If we pass this law it will raise 
the tone of politics in Colorado. I 
haven't received one communication 
from El Paso county on one Important 
measure, but on senate and house bills 
of. small importance I have received as 
high as 600 letters." 


Chairman Babbitt announced discus- 
sion was open to the house. 
Judge 
Kerr spoke and, among other things, 
said: 


"This primary election law seems to 
me the greatest political Idea ever Intro- 
duced into American politics, but it 
may be suggested that it should be 
made a penal offense not to vote, or at 
least a fine should be attached. 
He stated that conditions similar to 


those in the Ames scandal could not 
exist. In this case enough Democrats 
joined in to elect under the primary 
election law the unpopular Ames. It 
is now obligatory to state what party 
the voter belongs to, under affidavit 
if necessary. 


In Kansas. 


Rodolph Hatfield of Wichita, Kans., 
a guest of the club, -told of Kansas 
experience with a primary election law. 
which was passed by the legislature 
of that state two years ago. "The busi- 
ness men generally approve It, while 
the ward politicians oppose it. It en- 
tails the expenses of two elections," 
said the speaker, "but I suggest :that 
it does not take an expert mathema- 
tician to show that the economy is on 
the side of the law because we get 
better lawmakers. 
We drive 
from 
business, it is true, a large class of dis- 
tinguished gentlemen, who are all the 
time 'saving the country."" 


H. C. Hall raised the question if there 
was not a discrimination between the, 
poor man and the rich man as to nom- 
inations. "I speak out of the abund- 
ance of ignorance, not-in the spirit of 
opposition." said Mr. Hall, "but sup- 
pose there should be 65 election pre- 
cincts, and that a man of large means 
sends his name to each of these 66 pre- 
cincts. He Is opposed in the race by a 
man with comparatively no means. The 
rich man induces his friends to put 
their names on, so that instead of. two, 
15 to 20 are on the ticket. Assuming 
that A, the first candidate, and B, the 
second, have no special predominance 
over the other, neither having before 
seen public service, then is it not true 
that the rich man who can employ 
friends, will certainly receive the nom- 
ination? Does this measure lessen the 
advantage the rich man has over tne 
poor man, when he seeks public ser- 
vice?" 
. 
Van E. Kouse. Lea Kennedy, Mr. 
Wright and R. H. Wiles of Chicago, 
both guests of the club, spoke on the 
disadvantages under the present elec- 
tion laws.

so evident in the good discipline main- 
tained that the men have had no chance 
for the usual playing of jokes and 
pranks. 
There Is a laxity at meals, 
however, and every tent echoes to talk 
and laughter; letters are read and inci- 
dents of the duties of the night or day 
before are discussed. There are seven 
cooks at Camp Peabody, negroes and 
whites. Every company has its own 
mess, and each takes care of Us own 
commissary. Major George M 
Lee.

and probably to the men who look to 
them for bodily comfort. Is the most in- 
teresting transacted at headquarters. 
The approximate ration allowed each 
soldier per day Is: One pound of meat, 
one pound of bread, one pound of veg- 
etables and all the coffee they can drink.

When at 
Fort Riley the Colorado battalion was 
the only one that had all returns and 
reports correct. At Fort Riley the camp 
was made in a. blinding rainstorm, the

WAITING POR DINNER; 


adjutant general In April, comes down 
the pathway to headquarters with the 
swinging step brought to perfection 
during his service' in Cuba with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, then colonel of the 
Rough Riders. He shakes hands with 
a slight, dark man muffled up in ah 
army overcoat—the navy blue kind with 
cords and tassels—for the .morning air 
is sharp. It is the meeting between the 
outgoing Incumbent of the office, Ad- 
jutant General Gardiner and the incom- 
ing adjutant general. 
The officers' mess Is served In the 
headquarters "building. The stove is 
roaring with a mighty draught and the 
comfortable aroma of coffee and beef- 
steak is In the air; 
From General Chase down, there Is 
no distinction in the life of the men at 
the camp, officers and privates faring 
alike. The staff officers have their own 
tent and sleep, wrapped in their blan- 
kets on beds of straw, soft enough for 
any soldier. The. general piles in the 
coal in the tent stove and "shakes 
down'" his oWn couch. Their tent is 
placed beside the headquarters. 
Mess time is the hour of jollity and 
rejoicing. So strict has been the order 
of things, the "brass tacks" have been

mented by some kind of sweetmeat, 
sauce or jam. The ration also includes 
milk and sugar. 


The quartermaster's reports show 
that at Camp Peabody these aggregate 
amounts are consumed each day: 350 
pounds of meat, 200 loaves of bread, 
which Is baked outside the camp, a 
barrel of flour, which is used by two 
or three messes for biscuits for break- 
fast, 400 pounds of vegetables and 500 
quarts of coffee. Half a beef was pur- 
chased Thursday and half a beef yes- 
terday. Each half lasted two meals. 
Each guardsman Is furnished with a 
.mess kit, consisting of a meat pan, an 
Ingenious contrivance of tin of two 
sections, one section: folding over the 
other. On one side is a handle permit- 
ting1 the use of the pan as a skillet. 
Then, the soldier carries a knife, fork 
and spoon and a quart tin cup. These 
are disposed of in.his-haversack, with 
the exception of the cup, which hooks 
on to the canteen. The guard is dressed 
in .heavy marching order, prepared for 
all emergencies, and carrying a haver- 
sack, canteen, blanket, overcoat, cape, 
rifle, belt and ammunition and bayonet. 
When the mess call rings out each 
man goes to his company kitchen, 
drawg his mess and takes it to his tent. 
Each of the several tents are In charge 
of a non-commlssloned officer who is 
responsible for the discipline and or- 
der and also the policing. In each tent 
the policing is done by the eight or 
12 men occupying the tent. Each street 
Is. policed by the company. The general 
policing of the camp Is effected by a 
detail under the direction of the offi- 
cer of the day or by prisoners, should 
there be a sufficient number in the 
guard house. 


The two officers 
in charge of the 


quartermaster's department have been 
praised by. the regular army officers. 
Major Lee has been In the guard since 
1889. 
As a lad he was captain of his 
High school cadet corps, and has served 
in the guards of Nebraska. Wyoming 
and Colorado. When he joined the 
Colorado guard in 18S9 he served in the 
battery arid rose through the non- 
commissioned 
offices. 
Shortly after 
joining Troop C, cavalry, he was made 
brigade quartermaster in November, 
1898, which position ho has held contin- 
uously since that time. He looked out 
for the comfort of the Colorado troops 
at Lake City, Boulder and Fort Riley, 
Kas., and saw service In the famous 
city hall war In Denver during Gov- 
ernor Walte's administration. 


Lieutenant Bloom enlisted in Com- 
pany G, First infantry, In 1S9S, and was 
soon promoted 'to quartermaster ser- 
geant. During this time he was chief 
clerk in the office of Adjutant General 
Overmeyer. In 1900 lie was promoted 
to regimental quartermaster and has 
served at B.oulder, Fort Riley and Colo- 
rado City In that capacity. 


During the maneuvers at Fort Riley 


of the militia of the western states in 
connection with the regular troops he 
acted as commissary officer for the en- 
tire Colorado battalion and was praised 
by the United States army 
officers. 
With Major L'ee, the two have handled 
all the quartermaster and commissary

STABLE CALL. 


It is conjectural how long the troops 
will remain at Colorado City, but there 
is no complaint; the prospect for active 
service has kept them on the qui vlve,. 
They are made up of lawyers, hotel 
men, -bookkeepers, young fellows of 
leisure who are in .it-to, satisfy a nat- 
ural love for excitement 'and' military 
life, and men from clerical positions. In 
appearance, physically, they will com- 
pare more than favorably with any of 
the state troops. 
The hospital corps has had very little 
to do. The quarters are in a large 
building facing the office of the mills.- 
In a room once used as a laboratory' 
there are eight army cots, a raedicina 
chest; stretchers and 
a home-made, • 
but serviceable 
operating table. The- 
white ^flag with the red cross flies from 
the building. 
At sick call, when the bugler blew 
perfunctorily his message that all the 
sick and maimed should riow coma 
forth, one of the hospital corps sang the 
ungrateful verse the soldier has con- 
structed to the notes:

HE NEW building of the Young Men's Christian asso-| 


elation in Colorado Springs is a credit to the town 
and a monument to tlie generosity and public spirit 


of our citizens. It is probably the best-appointed building 
of its kind between Chicago and the Pacific coast, and no 
city in the country of the size o£ Colorado Springs has a 
better Y. M. C. A. building than this. It represents, includ- 
ing ground, building and furnishings, an Investment of 
nearly $100,000. 


Already the association is occupying temporary quar- 


ters in the basement. Next week the members \vill move 
to the permanent rooms prepared for them on the first floor 
of the building. The building and the occupancy of this 
new Y. M. C. A. is an important event in the history of 
Colorado Springs, for here are to be found not only all 
the modern appurtenances of an association of this kind, 
•which include lecture rooms, reading rooms, gymnasium, 
bath rooms and so on, but in addition about fifty sleeping 
rooms for young men. The association thus combines the 
Epiritual, the mental and the physical, but endeavors, 
also to give young men some of the comforts of home. 


This is a large and important undertaking, and the 


nssociation anil its directors deserve the financial support 
and encouragement of every citizen of the city regardless 
Of race or creed or previous affiliations. One of the imme- 
diate ways in which this can be done is in furnishing 
rooms. About half of these 50 sleeping apartments are still 
without furniture. The association has had applications 
from young men for practically all of its rooms, but unless 
the way is opened for furnishing these apartments, -the 
young men must necessarily find auarters elsewhere. 


The formal opening of the new building will not take 


place until the latter part of March, when all departments 
will be ready lor inspection. At that time a general invi- 
tation will be extended to the people of Colorado Springs 
to visit the building, and we are very sure that there is not 
ono who makts the trip but will be proud of the success 
Which has crowned the efforts of the directors of the 
association. 


EXTRAVAGANT EXPENDITURES,

HE indications are that the dominant party in con- 


gress will have to do a good deal of explaining 
before k can satisfy the people of the country that 


it was within the limit of economy and prudence in its 
recent appropriation bills. The expenditures were no less 
than $100,000,000 more thiii those of the previous con- 
gress. 
• 
. ; . ' - ; 


Just why this increase should have been made is very 


difficult, if not impossible, to satisfactorily explain to the 
country at large. There was no war, no'especially large 
number of warships, nothing to require unusual and ex- 
cessive appropriations, and yet there stands the record. 


If this increase had been due to low or economical 


appropriations in the previous congress, something might 
have been said on that score, but the previous congress 
appropriated nearly a, billion and a half dollars itself. 


There Is little, therefore, to be said in the way of ex- 


cuse or apology. It appears simply to have been a case of 
an overflowing treasury and an overweening desire to 
spend everything in sight. 


DEAN HART'S IDEA.

EAN HART of Denver, always alert for the better- 


ment of mankind, has issued a pamphlet upon "The 
Ten Commandments," which, is exciting consider- 


able interest. The dean believes that these commandments 
are "the only bulwark against the avalanche of national 
immorality." 
In his pamphlet he goes somewhat into sta- 


tistics to show that crime of all kinds is steadily increas- 
ing, and that inasmuch as the Ten Commandments are 
the only invariable moral standard tho world has ever 
possessed, there should be a resort to those precepts 
In order to set the world again upon the highway of truth 
end soberness. 


Inasmuch as the character of the people of the coun- 


try ia often developed for good or ill during the period 
of youth, Dean Hart's plan is to have the commandments 
qften repeated (ind thoroughly taught in the public schools. 
He would also publish a book o'f extracts from the Bible. 
He would- hatfe the'pupils thoroughly master other sub- 
jects, sucfi as history, geography, literature, etc. He would 
stop public education at the sixth or seventh grade, and 
take the money now expended on high schools and uni- 
versities and spend it on lower education. In order that 
pupils might be thoroughly taught, he would have one 
teacher for each 12 children. 


We do not agree with Dean Hart in his view of the 


seriousness of the situation as regards public morality at 
the present time. There is, of course, an increase in 
crime, due in large measure to the congestion of the popu- 
lation in large cities, and to the fact that a certain portion 
of the daily press finds profit and satisfaction In heralding 
that sort of thing. 


We question seriously, however, whether there ie more 


crime per capita than there was 50 years ago. Neverthe- 
less, though we may not all agree with Dean Hart in his 
forebodings, we shall not question his sincerity nor his 
disinterested efforts to promote the study of the highest 
and best literature, including the Bible, and to bring about 
a higher and nobler standard of life in the nation.

WO widely different views of the appropriation bills 


passed by the late congress have 
appeared 
in 


speeches 1-y Representative Cannon, Republican, 


and Representative Livingston, Democrat, both members 
of the committee on appropriations. Mr. Cannon declares 
hat "the"Republican administration has given us a system 
of taxation that has produced a national treasury richer 
ban ever before enjoyed by any nation on earth, and has 
•endered possible these great appropriations." 


Mr. Livings'on compares the appropriations of the 


present congress amounting to $1,554,000,000 with those 
of the Fifty-third congress, amounting to 1989,000,000, and 
declares that nothing short of a revision of the tariff on a 
revenue basis and the administration of the government 
under wise and prudent methods can be looked to, to bring 
about a reduction in the national expenditures. 


It will hardly give the country a feeling of confidence to 


mow, 
as Mr. Cannon suggests, that one of the principal 


reasons for the enormous expenditures of the late congress 
vas the fact that there was an overflowing treasury—a 
reasury filled to overflowing by excessive taxation. The 
root of the trouble is the high tariff. The expenditures 
ollow as a matter of course when the opportunity is given. 
it has become a matter of routine to rush through the house 
ippropriations carrying many millions of dollars, some- 
.irnes several hundred millions with a halt hour's debate. 
When we remember that one evil follows naturally in the 
wake of the other we cannot 'help believing that it is 
high time to .call a halt and seek a return to more wise, 
irudent and economic methods of doing business.

ASHINGTON, March 4.—Sena- 


tor Chauncey M. Depew has 
not added to his reputa- 


tion as an orator by his career in 
the senate. He has made a num- 
ber of sot speeches since his ad- 
mission, none of them very good and 
most of them very bad. His worst ef- 
'ort was his two days' speech against 
he omnibus statehood bill, in which 
ie voiced at second hand nearly all 
he eastern prejudices against the west, 


maligned New Mexico and Arizona; 


ie attacked the 
Mormons and the 


Spanish born citizens of New Mexico; 
ie belittled the resources of the west, 
but his greatest objection to granting 
statehood to western territories was 
his fear that the thinly populated 
states might gain control of the sen- 
ate and invite attacks upon our form 
of government and lead to amendments 
to the constitution directed against 
minority representation which would 
be little short of revolutionary. Sena- 
tor Teller, In a two minute talk de- 
molished the oratorical structure which 
Depew had been piling up for two days, 
and left him with nothing but a long 
string of words to show for his long- 
winded effort. Senator Teller said: 
* * 


FRAMEBS 
OF GOVERNMENT 
ORGANIZED IT WISELY. 


"I do not wish to interrupt the sena; 


tor, yet I must confess that after a 
quarter-of a century's service, most of 
the time in this body, I can not hear 
with much patience the threat of revo- 
lution in this country; that the gov- 
ernment organized by our fathers is 
to be destroyed because the original 
plan by which tho small states were to 
have in this body the same power that 
the large states have is now objection- 
able to the senator from 
New York. 


It is not any small thing to talk about 
changing the political conditions in 
this country, changing the form of 
government under which we have lived 
and grown so great and strong. You 
cannot maintain in this country a gov- 
ernment upon the theory upon which 
this government was established If you 
concentrate all'the power in the hands 
of the great states. 


"The United States was organized 


by the wisest men who ever lived on 
this continent, at; least, and 1 think I 
should not exaggerate if I said upon any 
other. They organized it Wisely. They 
provided that the smaller, states should 
have in this1 body the power that the 
great states have, and now, after more 
than one hundred years, is there any 
reason for any man to stand in this 
chamber and condemn that system of 
government?

SENATOR 
BEVERIDCJE HAS 
SCALPS OB1 TWO BILLS 


Senator Beveridge may be rightly 
credited with killing two territorial 
bills during the last session of con- 
gress. He was the leading spirit in the 
fight against the omnibus statehood 
bill, and late in the session prevented 
the passage in the senate of the bill 
which had passed the house to give the 
Territory of Alaska a delegate. The 
house bill provided for a delegate to be 
elected by the residents of Alaska and 
provided some rudimentary forms of 
election methods by which the delegate 
should be elected. When the bill reach- 
ed the senate and was referred to the 
committee on territories, of which Mr. 
Beveridge is chairman, an amendment 
was substituted for the election clause 
placing the selection of the delegate in 
the hands of the governor and United 
States district judges of Alaska. With 
this change the bill was orderea reported 
by the committee, but Mr. Beveridge 
failed to support it and Alaska will 
get no delegate at all. It may be said 
for Mr. Beveridee's credit th^t a num- 
ber of Alaskii's citizens do not want a 
delegate, either by election or selection, 
and Mr, Beveridge acceded to their 
wishes in his opposition to the delegate 
bill.

Her two quadruple expansion 
engines develop a moderate but suffi- 
cient speed of IT knots an hour, and 
this rate can be far more successfully 
maintained from land to land than If 
It were 20 knots or over. It Is signifi- 
cant, therefore, that the Cedric Is a 
sane and wholesome type of vessel, 
large, graceful powerful and swift, but 
all within the limits of common-sense 
safety. 
in all these points there Is a tremen- 


dous difference between the new ocean 
giant and the famous Great Eastern— 
a difference that is 'worth "stopping a 
moment to note, to see how far we have 
come. Brunei anticipated

Just before the Civil war, marine en- 
gineering was anything but the fine, 
exact science which It has since be- 
come; and it was not positively known 
whether side-wheel or screw-propeller 
was superior for deep sea navigation. 
As a matter of fact, the'most success- 
ful ocean steamers of that day were 
side wheelers; in both the American ai\d 
British services; but Brunei determined 
to take no chances and gave his 680-foot 
colossus both Side wheels and screw. 
In smooth water and light winds the 
Great Eastern was successful, but when 
she met the westerly gales and long 
gathering surges of the open Atlantic, 
her towerlno- hull, with Its vast width 
of 83 feet, was -like a haystack In a 
cyclone.

turn to England with her freight and 
passengers and abandon her voyage al- 
together. That was because the great 
hull lacked adequate power to drive It 
through the grip of the gale, over the 
long, steep Atlantic rollers. But no 
gale- that ever blows can stop the 
Cedric. It must, be a robust tempest 
that can pull down by even two or 
three knots her steadygolng 17 knots 
an hour. 
The "staying" qualities of 


the steamship of today, In a word, are 
even more remarkable than her bursts 
ot record-breaking or the luxurious 
comfqrt of her spacious quarters. 


But, after all, the temptation in de- 
scribing a big ship Is to tell how big she 
la. Perhaps it does not signify very much 
to landsmen that the Cedric is ot 21,000 
tons of gross register Or 38,000 displace- 
ment, for to them such nautical figures 
are vague at best, If not absolutely 
unintelligible.

house" means. The Hegan home was 
the city rendezvous of a large group 
of friends and relatives who lived in 
the neighboring but lesser towns of 
Lexington, Covington, and Shelby- 
ville, and in the country round about. 
These people, with delightful Ingenu- 
ousness, would drop in1, singly or in 
groups, for a few days' visit at any 
time, seldom thinking of giving notice 
beforehand. 
Consequently the Fourth 


avenue home was In its normal condi- 
tion- when overflowing with guests; 
and as the daughter of the house is 
of practical as well as literary turn 
of mind, her writing could be done 
only at odd moments and when there 
happened to be a quiet household.

He who a cheerful nature owns 
. .A palace rears from hovel stones. 


And .this Is the very spirit and idea 
of this little log cabin in the woods. 


'The longing to accomplish some- 


thing grew stronger each year, and, 
after dipping into Kentucky history 
and trying various themes more or less 
historical, Miss Hegan suddenly real- 
ized that what she could probably do 
best was that which lay nearest at 
hand. It lay, in fact, so near at hand 
that she had been steadily over-look- 
ing It! 
The Cabbage 
Patch! 
For 


years she had been executing unob- 
served acts of charity in this forlorn 


and unbeautiful part of Louisville. 
Here, 
"where 
ramshackle 
cottages 


played hop-scotch over the railroad 
racks," she had been a regular and 
ivelcome visitor. All doors were opened 
o her, and to her sympathetic ears 
he woes of the neighborhood were 
loured out. Winter after winter she 
md done much to relieve the stress of 
poverty, and the incident In her book 
of the letter to the newspaper, and the 
nstant responses in money, clothes, 
and food it brought to a stricken fam- 
ly, was founded on an actual occur- 
•ence. 


Curiously enough, that which prob- 


ably made her such a welcome visitor 
imong these people of the Cabbage 
Patch was what has been the chiel ele- 
ment in her succcess—her strong love 
of humor. 
She has to a remarkable 


degree a quick and acute sense of hu- 
mor—humor, that Is, which is funny 
and humor which la pathetic; she sees 
the pathos In life as sensitively and ap- 
preciatively as she does the incongru- 
ous and the absurd. So she thoroughly 
imlerstood the various phases of lowly 
niman nature in this squalid part of 
Louisville and established among its 
people a strongly human understanding 
with them.' 


And so, when the idea came to her of 


writing up her own experiences, she 
had but to add a thread of fiction, to 
change a few names and concentrate 
the innumerable episodes, and the book 
seemed actually to write itself! It 
seemed absolutely spontaneous! Yet, 
when it was written she mistrusted It 
and worked over It with painstaking 
care, and even when she felt she could 
do no more with It, she had the grav- 
est doubts over this little record of 
some of her own experiences. Of-course 
the introduction of the love episode 
was the fiction which strung the scenes 
In the story together, and it was with 
many misgivings that "Mrs. Wiggs of 
the Cabbage Patch" was offered for 
publication. 


About a year ago, Miss Hegan, while 


in New York, had the pleasure of call- 
ing upon her publishers and receiving 
in her hands the first copy of a modest 
little green-covered book of about on« 
hundred and fifty pages. 
She turned 


the leaves with shy but intense interest, 
and wondered If it would ever be. no- 
ticed among all the large and beautiful 
books which were coming out. This 
was her first real venture in the field 
of letters she had looked Into from 
afar for so long. Almost at once the 
little tale began to be read and talked 
about; soon a thousand copies were 
sold, then five, ten, fifteen thousand! 
Her picture was sought after for pub- 
lication; new editions were quickly ex- 
hausted; twenty, thirty, forty, lifty, 
sixty thousand copies went, and still 
the new editions are quickly disposed 
of; and within the year this Louisville 
girl has emerged as the writer of one of 
the most popular, most wholesome and 
human books of recent years. 


What is the secret of Its success? It 


is full of human love and sympathy. 
It was written from the heart, without 
self-consciousness 
or 
false motives, 


but with simplicity and sincerity. 
It 


shows a subtle earnestness o£ purpose 
which shines behind all its mirth. It 
is delicio'usly humorous because the 
humor Is perfectly natural, It is pa- 
thetic without being sentimental, and 
with all its pathos it is never sad he- 
cause there is not a note oE despond- 
ency in it. Its optimism is constant, 
and it Is a perfectly true and convinc- 
ing picture of life. 


Another book by Miss Hegan Is about 


to appear. It Is called "Lovey Mary," 
and the scenes are laid in the same 
Cabbage Patch. The question natur- 
ally arises: 
Can she repeat her suc- 


cess? There is no reason in this case 
why she should not. As she herself 
has remarked, "The Cabbage Patch Is 
full of stories." And no one will doubt 
that If they are to be found, the author 
of "Mrs. Wiggs" will find them; for 
success has not robbed her of her free- 
dom from self-consctousnesB, and any 
of the charity deserving residents of 
that part of the town will tell you that 
she herself is still "the good angel of 
the Cabbage Patch."—(William Freder- 
ick Dlx in the Outlook.

For years unnumbered a beverage 


commonly known as "cold tea" has 
been sold In the capitol. restaurant, 
where statesmen and their friends se- 
cured their midday lunches. This bev- 
erage has been classed as inspiration 
for statesmen and lias a reputation, 
when taken in moderate doses of pro- 
ducing volumes ot speech rivaling the 
output of Quay and Morgan when talk- 
Ing against time. But the beverage is 
to be banished at last. That is to say, 
It 
will not be a salable commodity. 


Congress has -decreed that "cold tea" 
and kindred decoctions shall not be sold 
within the limits of the capitol building 
In Washington. Such a provision has 
been Incorporated in the new immigra- 
tion bill, which has become a law. 


Washington is fast becoming a city 


of monuments and statues. President 
Roosevelt has signed a bill pra-vlding 
for the erection of two more statues In 
the1 national capital—one of Brigadier 
General Count Pulaskl and the other 
of Major General Baron von Steuben, 
both of revolutionary fame. The sum 
of $60,000 Is appropriated for each, and 
it is probable that both will be erected 
In Lafayette 
square 
opposite 
the 
White house, where already stand beau- 
tiful statues of Lafayette and R'ocham- 
beau. These directly face the White 
house, and the monuments of Steuben 
and Pulaskl are to be placed on the 
opposite corners, one near the Arllngi 
ton hotel and the other just across the 
street frpm the famous Decatur and 
Corcoran houses. In the center of thla 
square stands an equestrian statue of 
General Andrew Jackson, of doubtful 
artistic value. 
In view of the fact 
that the -square is to be occupied by 
statues of four of the. generals who 
aided in achieving American Independ- 
ence—two Frenchmen, one German and 
one Pole—Representative Bartholdt of 
Missouri, who Introduced the bill for 
the Steuben statue, has suggested thai 
the Jackson statue be removed to sqme 
other location and that the park be 
called "Revolutionary square."

pr'oVen the ' wisdom of the old adage 
that things come to the man who waits. 
It he hud retired some months ago, .as 
was hfs purpose, he would draw a sal- 
ary of $1Q,000, annually the rest of his 


Ife. But in the meantime congress has 
jone on and enacted a law for Increas- 
ng the salaries of judges, so that Jus- 
tice Shlras will go on the retired roll 
at a/i annual salary of $12,600 a year— 
an Increase of $2,500 annually over 
what he would have otherwise received. 
Accordingly, the learned justice by tar- 
Ting earned that sum annually.

The Queen of the 
"West 
mine has 
opened up a flne body of rich ore. The 
lessees, Gus Peterson and Erick Erlck- 
«on, have been working upon this prop- 
erty for some time, shipping consider- 
able ore, and although they are paying 
a big royalty they have been making 
good money. The Queen lies in a direct 
line with the Gold Cord tunnel, which is 
being pushed into the mountain steadi- 
ly, and already shows good indications 
of-opening up new bodies of ore. 


The Gold Cord tunnel owners are pay- 
ing no attention to the small feeders 
cut, but are driving the tunnel to cut 
the main veins, which they are bound to 
do by driving ahead. The line of the 
tunnel goes In a direction to cut the 
veins of nearly all the prominent mines 
on Jacque mountain at a great depth, 
and they will also bo able to solve the 
water question, which has hindered 
many of the mines being worked on ac- 
count of the large flow. 


The Uthoff tunnel is now a steady 
producer. Under the management of 
Axel Borg this property is fast coming 
to the front. Two shifts are employed 
breaking large amounts of ore daily, 
and the property promises to become 
one of the largest producers In the 
camp. Contracts for 100 tons a day 
have already been secured. 
: The Breene mine. Elk mountain, is 
•working a large force of men again, 
having started up a few days ago. Bod- 
ies of sulphides of Immense size are to 
be seen in the workings of this mine. 
The property was recently the larges 
producer in the camp, and has a record 
for output. 


The shipments of ore, concentrates 
etc., from the Black Hawk depot of the 
Colorado road for the month of Febru- 
ary to the Denver and Golden smelters 
and to Idaho Springs were 270 cars, or 
6,400 tons.

REPEALED AT NEXT CONGRESS

Washington, March 8.—The, first leg- 


islative step forward has been taken 
towards the repeal of those land laws 
which the president in his message to 
congress characterizes as having been 
"so perverted from the intention with 
which they were enacted as to prompt 
the acquisition of large areas of the 
public domain for other than actual set- 
tlers, and the consequent prevention of 
settlement." 


The senate committee on public lands 
last week by a close vote recommended 
the passage of the Quarles bill repeal- 
Ing the timber and stone act, the des- 
ert land act, and 
the .commutation 
clause of the homestead act, 
The following declaration of this re- 
port which was prepared by Senator 
Gibson, of Montana, will stand forth 
as a startling-announcement and sur- 
prise to the people of the country who 
have believed that Uncle Sam still holds 
In reserve an unlimited supply of lands 
suitable, for homes for the future chil- 
dren of the United States: 


"If our present system of land acts 
• continued five years longer, the en-

nent will be exhausted, and there will

Should this increasing ratio be main- 
tained, between twenty-five and thirty 
million acrec will be taken from the 
public .domain the present fiscal year." 
About five hundred million acres are

Is largely composed of mountain and 
gulch, incapable of irrigation or culti- 
vation. 
The land laws as they now 


stand were drawn during.a-time when 
the publlo domain was almost an un- 
limited quantity, but the time has come, 
in fact It had arrived many years ago. 
for the repeal of these laws and the 
saving of the remaining lands for ac- 
tual settlement by the people.

ROUTT COUNTY COAL 


DEPOSITS OFFER IN- 


DUCEMENTS TO CAPITAL 


William Weston, the mining engi- 
neer, returned last week from a three- 
weeks' visit to the coal fields of Routt 
county, where he went In the interests 
of eastern capitalists, for - the pur- 
pose of thoroughly investigating the 
coal measures of the southern portion 
of the county. Mr. Weston describes 
the coal fields as occupying an ellipti- 
cal basin containing a- territory of- 900 
square miles. The basin is known as 
:he Tampa coal fields, beginning at 
Yampa and extending westward as-far 
as Lay, - Yampa • being 45 miles from 
Wolcott on the Denver & Rio Grande 
•allroad, which at the present time is 
:he nearest railroad station. 
According to various reports made by 
ompetent authorities there are in this 
)asln three varieties of coal, known as 
bituminous, semi-bituminous and semi- 
anthracite, and the different veins are 
as yet unnumbered. Only a small 
amount of development has been done 
on any of the cadi deposits, but little 
coal has been mined for commercial 
mrpoies.

The coal fields have been reported up- 
on by Prof. R. C. Hills, in 1892; Prof. 
Arthur Lafees In 1895, and Etienne Rit- 
er, M. E., of the School of Mines, Paris, 
ast summer, the latest professional re- 
>ort being as yet unpublished by Mr. 
Weston. 
All these experts agree on 
he superior quality of the coal an'd 
he probable extent of the fie-lds. 
In 
>rder to thoroughly test the value of 
he coal Mr. Weston selected with his 
own hands 16 samples of 60 pounds 
ach which he took from various veins 
vhich had been 
opened 
up* ..These 


amples were brought to Denver' to be 
ested and analyzed by careful assay- 
rs. The. analysis proved that in;, most 
-ases the coal is superior to the;'aver- 
age .quality found in this state, the av- 
rage of ash being only about four per 
ent with six per cent moisture, while 
here was 58 per cent of fixed carbon 
and 32 per cent of volatile matter In 
he Routt county samples. The i veins, 
•;cordlng to Mr. Weston, average about 
Ight feet of clean coal free from slate, 


->r what Is known to miners as bone, 
while there are veins that are 15 feet 
n thickness. 
On account of the snow, which is 
about three or four feet deep, Mr. Wes- 
on was unable to reach the most val- 
uable deposits of coal in the -vicinity of 
31k mountain, northwest of Steamboat 
Springs, there being 'In this vicinity 
he only known deposits of aJnthracite 
n the Rocky Mountain region outside 
he Ruby district in the Gunnlson coun- 
ry. These deposits aggregate only about 
5,000 acres, tha quality of the coals 
according to analysis, 
being 
better 
han the anthracite' of the eastern 
ields.

It is Mr. Weston's Intention to again 
nspect the entire. Routt county fields 
as soon as the snow-goes off, which 
will probably be ribout May 15, and to 
devote several months in looking over 
he ground. 
Great Interest Is attached to these 
nvestigations on account of the new 
Moffat railroad which Is now in pro- 
ess of building and which will reach 
hese Inexhaustible coal fields in the 
ourse of the next two years. 
The 
ailroad interests give assurance that 
he development of the resources of 
Routt county will be left to Individuals 
and that everything will be done to en- 
ourage the "settlement of the country 
and to forward" its development.
